They know that he has the 
reputation of being always ready to advance his 
own interests, no matter who reay suffer, 
They have heard of his attempts to deal 
with the enemy, notably in his own 
county, for the purpose of procuring votes for 
himselt without reference to the rest of the 
State ticket. They are fearful lest he may sell 
them out, and so they arerunning campaigns of 
their own and on their own account. Attorney- 
General O’Brien, for instance, has a headquar- 
ters atthe Westminster Hotel, which is under 
the management of Judge Donohue, of the Su- 
preme Court. ‘here the Judge is engaged in 
sending out *‘ whisky” lhterature—that is to say, 
documents that are intended to show why 
liquor dealers should vote for Mr. O’Brien and 
aguinst his Republican opponent, Edward B. 
Thomas. 

The Democratic candidate for State Treasurer, 
Lawrence J. Fitzgerald, bas his suspicions of a 
sell-out, and he and his friends have started in 
to run a campaign on theirown account. They 
bave sent out a circular signed by the Cortland 
Wagon Company, of which Mr. Fitzgerald is 
President. In thisthey say: ‘* We take the lib- 
erty of soliciting your support and influence to 
heip elect Mr. Fitzgerald. We also inclose you 
pasters bearing his name, and ~~ ould ask, asa 
special favor to us, that you distribute them 
among your friends upon whom you can un- 
doubtediy prevail to give him a complimentary 
vote on election day. Anything that you may 
do for him at the polls and among your ac- 
guaintances willbe fully appreciated and re- 
membered.” . 

Jones of Binghamton also bas headquarters 
—one at Binghamton, the otherin the saddie. 
He made the mistake of sending his pasters, his 
picture, anda sketch of his life as a contribution 
to the Irish Parliamentary fund, and the Irish 
say this stupid mistake will cost him many 
votes. But his strong hold is upon the gran- 
gers ard farmers, and he is working up their 
sympathies in a manner recklessly regardless of 
the tate of the head of the State ticket. He, 
too, knows Gov. Hill, for he lives only two 
counties from him, and be has shrewdly con- 
cluded that be must look out for himself, 
for the Governor will never look out ior 
him. As his iriends frequentiy say, “the devil 
take the hindmost in this race. The Governor 
hus set the exumpile by letting every man take 
care of himself.” 

It is now reported that Fred Cook, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Secretary of State, is angry 
because Attorney-Geueral O’Brien has opened a 
whisky headquarters and begun to bid for the 
liquor dealers’ vote. As he is a brewer, he nat- 
urally believes that his interests ought to be 
considered in any attempts that are made to win 
this class of voters. His triendS want to 
know why Judge Donohue don’t place 
his name upon the eulogistic circu- 
lars that are sent out to the liquor 
dealers. Controller Chapin is another candi- 
date who has the reputation of strictly attend- 
ing to his own interests, and he, too, is an ob- 
ject of suspicion to Messrs. Jones, Fitzgerald, 
O Brien, and Cook. Andsoit goes. Each can- 
didate on the Democratic ticket doubts the sin- 
cerity of his assuciate and is scrambling for 
himself as hard as he knows how. They are 
spurred on by the knowledge, recently ac- 
auired, that the Hoffman House State Commit- 
tee is engaged in several directions in exciusive- 
ly promoting the canvass of Goy. Hill. The 
torment of mind of a candidate on the Demo- 
cratic State ticket at this particular period 
must simply be indescribable.

A man below medium height, carrying 
considerable avoirdupois, and exhibiting every 
appearance of good health, stepped briskly into 
the inner room of the Hill State Committee, at 
the Hoffman House, yesterday.

A VICTIM OF OPIUM. 


SIEGFRIED MORGENTHAU TAKES HIS OWN 
LIFE IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Siegfried Mor- 
gentbau, a bookkeepcr, formerly of New-York, 
and recently employed in this city, died this af- 
ternoon at his boarding house. No. 445 North 
Fourth-street, from an overdose of opium taken 
with suicidal intent. Morgenthau was an edu- 
cated man anda graduate of a celebrated German 
university. Whilea student, about 12 or 14 years 
ago, he contracted the opium habit, and for 
years used the drug habitually and to excess. 


He was a man of a morbidly sensitive tempera- 
ment, and the tortures he suffered from his self- 
imposed slavery so iafiuenced him that three 
yeurs ago he entered a New-York hospital, and 
tor six months underwent a course of trextment 
to rid himself of the habit. He was discharged 
from the hospital perfectly cured, and up to 
two weeks ago had not touchea the drug. 

“He was a frequent visitor at my store,” 
said Dr. Emil Jangmann, who keeps a drug 
store at Fourth and Noble streets, ‘‘and in 
every way acompanionable man. He talked to 
me often about his experiences while addicted 
to the use of opium, and frequently said that 
if he should ever become a slave tothe habit 
again he would take his life. About a week ago 
Il noticed that he looked very dull and heavy 
about the eyes, and this morning I was not sur- 
prised when his landlady rushed into my store 
and aeclared that Mr. Morgenthau was dying. 
He bad no reason to take his life other than the 
one I have stated.” 

Morgenthau was well known and very popu- 
lar in German society. He was a member of 
the Turners, and his brothers are leading dry 
goods merchants in Chivago. He was un- 
married. His mother and a younger brother 
live in New-York.

A SHREWD RAILWAY COMPANY. 

New-OrRLEANS, Oct. 23.—An interesting 
phase of the insolvency proceedings of A. Car- 
riere & Sons against their creditors came up be- 
fore Judge Houston to-day ona rule asked by 
Morgan’s Louisiana and Texas Railroad Com- 
pany. The company alleged that it owned a 
promissory neote for $36,000 drawn and sub- 
scribed by A. Carriere & Sons, dated Feb. 
24, 1884, payable on demand, with interest, 
which note was secured by a pledge of 356 
shares of the capital stock of the Citizens’ Bank. 
The value of this stock at present is less than 
$15,000, a suin much less than the amount it was 
intended to secure. In orderto avoid the ex- 
pense and delay of a sale of the stock and 
further depreciate its value, which would be 
caused by putting so large & quantity on 
the stock market at one time, the railroad 
company is willing to accept the transfer of the 
356 shares in payment of the debt of $36,000, 
which arrangement is greatiy to the interest of 
the insolvent estate. Thecourt ordered the rule 
to be made absolute, and that the shares of stock 
be transferred to the railroad, the same to be in 
full payment of aii claims against the insolvent 
estate. This is regarded asa very shrewd move 
on the part of the railroad,

THREE MEN KILLED BY FOUL AIR. 

Cur1caco, Oct. 23.—The lard refining 
company at the stock yards recently found that 
grease was running into the sewers and set to 
work to find means to stop the waste. To-day a 
gang of men was ordered to go down intothe 
main sewer, which 1s 6 by 12 feet, and make an 
examination for grease. The men put a ladder 
down a manhole and James Nooney, Edward 
Burke, and Stephen Brennock started down the 
ladder in the order named. When Nooney 
struck the current of foul air in the sewer 
he tumbled over lhke a ‘log into’ the 
water and was carried away. Burke, who 
was just above him, was overpowered 
by the uir and also toppled overinto the foul 
current. Breunock reached down to caton 
Burke as he saw him reel, but was himself over- 
come by the gas and dropped into the sewer, 
earrying the ladder with him. ‘The ladder caught 
in the sewer and prevented the bodies of Burke 
and Brennock from being carried away. Several 
men who tried to get them out were overcome 
with gas, and it was only when grappling hooks 
were secured that the bodies of the last two were 
brought to the surface. Both were alive, but 
died within ashort time. The body of Nooney 
was not found.

THE CHINESE IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Orrawa, Oct. 23.—Word has been re- 
ceived here that the Chinese who were recently 
driven out of Seattle, Washington Territory, 
have smuggled themselves into Canadian 
Northwest in violation of the Chinese Immigra- 
tion act of last session, which provides that 
every Chinaman entering the Dominion shall 
pay a fee of $50. For most part they have 


located at Brandon, Northwest Territory, and 
residents of that town are determined to drive 
them out unless the Government takes action 
and sends them back across the border. This 
the Government are powerless to do, as but a 
few dayseargo they acknowledged the principle 
that several Chinamen who had smuggled them- 
selves into Washington Territory trom British 
Columbia could not be returned to Canada un- 
less the fee of $50 on each was paid, in accord- 
ance with the Chinese Restriction act,

A TORY’S SPEECH AND MR, STEAD’S 


TRIAL, 

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL ASSAILS THE 
LIBERAL AND RADICAL LEADERS-—-THE 
TRIAL OF MR. STEAD BEGUN. 

Lonpon, Oot. 23.—Lord Randolph Church- 
ill opened the campaign in the Town Hall at 
Birmingham to-day in the presence of a crowded 
and enthusiastic audience. He said that the 
time had arrived for the people to install the 
Conservatives in power. He regretted the ab- 
sence of Col. Burnaby, who contested Birming- 
ham in the Conservative interest in 1880 and who 
was killed in the Soudan campaign. The authors 
of that ghastly war sought a renewal of the con- 
fidence of the electors. Mr. Chamberlain, he 
said, sought a renewal of the confidence of his 
constituents. (Groans, hisses, and cheers.) Mr. 
Chamberlain gave splendid promises in regard 
to the future, but refused to explain the fpast. 
He remained silent concerning the enormous 
sacrifice of gallant Englishmen in the Soudan. 
Mr. Gladstone (cheers and hisses) had issued a 
long and vague manifesto explaining nothing 
and leaving the situation of the Liberals baffling 
and contused. Lorn Randolph admitted that 
the Conservatives were responsible for Gen. 
Gordon’s mission to the Soudan, but he de- 
clared that they were not accountable for the 
General’s death. The speaker dwelt at length 
upon the want of unity displayed by the Lib- 
erals, and then referred to the contempt shown 
by the Liberal Party for the question of 
colonial option, adding that a similar policy 
had caused England to lose her American 


colonies. Touching the present depression in 
business, Lord Randoiph said that a sound for- 
eign policy and the economical management of 
the country’s finances would gotar toward re- 
viving the traae of Great Britain. Referring to 
the Burmese troubles, he said that a war with 
Burmah would probably result in the annexa- 
tion of that country by the Indian Gov- 
ernment. The Kadical theory that a for- 
eign policy is useles was denounced by 
the speaker. The meeting was uprcarious 
throughout, but was generally favorable to 
Lord Randolph Churchill. 

The trial of Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall 
Gazette; Rebecca Jarrett, Mr. Bramwell Booth, 
of the Salvation Army; Mrs. Combe, Mr. Samp- 
son Jacques, and Louise Mourey, defendants in 
the Eliza Armstrons abduction case, was begun 
to-day before Mr. Justice Lopes, at the Central 
Criminal Court. The court room was crowded. 
Many representatives of the Salvation Army 
were present. A large crowd had assembled in 
front of the building previous to the opening of 
the court, but a heavy rain set in, and tney scat- 
tered to places of shelter. The prisoners pleaded 
“not guiity.”” Sic Kichard E. Webster, the At- 
torney-General, opened the case for the crown. 
His address covered the same ground as 
that of Mr. Poland at the magisterial 
examination. Justice Lopes held that no 
motives, no matter how worthy their object, 
were sufficient to justify the taking of the child 
without her parents’ consent, and if the consent 
had been obteined in a traudulent manner it 
was no consent in the eyes of the law. The tes- 
timony so far taken is merely a repetition of 
that given at the preliminary examination. 
Eliza Armstrong testified freely and clearly. 
The trial will probably last a week. The de- 
fendants are charged wit! misdemeanor, instead 
of felony, so as to enable them to testify in their 
own behalf and be liberated on bail during the 
progress of the trial. 

Mrs. Lili Lehman, the German prima donna, 
and Mr. Franz Rummel, the pianist, gave a con- 
cert this evening in Steinway Hail. There wasa 
large audience present, including many Ameri- 
cans. The artists were well received. Mrs, Leh- 
man will sail for America on Novy. 5.

THE QUARREL IN THE BALKANS. 
SERVIA’S ADVANCED OUTPOST—AN ALBANI- 

AN ASSASSIN—POSITION OF GREECE. 
Sopura, Oct. 23.—The Prefectef Widdin 
reports that two companies of Servian troops 
have occupied the heights at the extreme point 
of the frontier. 

Troops arrived here to-day from Philidpopolis. 
They were led by Prince Alexander. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 23.—Herr von 
tadowitz, the German Ambassador, has in- 
formed the Porte that Prince Alexander has 
guaranteed that Bulgaria shall not disturb the 
age osed order of things. The Prince has ordered 
1is troops to avoid provoking a conflict on any 
uarter, but does not hold,nimself answerable 
or his neighbors. 

CaTTARO, Oct. 23.—A native of Albania 
to-day made an attemptto shoot the Montene- 
xrin Minister of War with a revolver. The at- 
tempt was unsuccessful. When arrested the 
raan coolly avowed that hefwas a member ot a 
couspiracy formed against the frontier delimita- 
tion commission. He regretted that his shot 
had failed to take effect. The prisoner was sum- 
marily executed. 

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—The Standard this 
morning, commenting on the Balkan question, 
Bays: * England cannot approve and will not 
sanction, though she may not resist,a settle- 
ment that disappoints the legitimate and 
harmless wishes of Bulgaria and Roumelia. 
Even’ shouid Russia insist upon, ap 
the powere acquiesce in, deposing Prince Alcx- 
ander, it is doubtful whether they would suc- 
ceced without disturbing peace. Lord Salisbury 
will labor hard in favor of Bulgarian hopes.” 

The Mohammedansin Bulgaria and Roumelia 
who refused to fight against the Turks have 
consented to oppose a Servian invasion. 

The ‘Jiimes announces that tne Government 
has consented to enter the Balkan conference, 
which, it is expected, will meet to-morrow. The 
Times adds: “It is probable that the powers 
have given their assurance that the status quo 
ante will not be insisted upon. It is our duty to 
resist the deposition of Prince Alexander.” 

ATHENS, Oot. 23.—At the opening of Par- 
liament to-day the King, in his speech to the 
Chambers, said that the rupture of the Berlin 
treaty by Bulgaria compelled Greece to prepare 
to maintain her interests. He eulogized the 
patriotism displayed by his subjects in leaving 
their peacefui vocations to muster under the 
fiag of their country.

The Landsthing consists of 
66 members, Of these 12 are nominated for life 
by the Crown, from actual or tormer representa- 
tives of the k ngdom, and the rest are elected 
indirectly by the people for the term of eight 
years. The choice of the latter 54 members of 
the upper house is given to electoral bodies 
composed partly of the largest taxpayers in the 
country districts, partly of deputies of the 
largest taxpayers in the cities,and partly of 
deputies from the totality of citizens possessing 
the franchise. The Landsthing, being an aristo- 
cratic body, has supported the measures of the 
Estrupp Cabinet, while the Folkething, or lower 
house of Parliament, composed of 102 members, 
elected by universal suffrage for the term of 
three years, has been bitter in its denunciation 
of the Premier and his colleagues, and has re- 
fused to vote the budget. 





NO STREET CARS WANTED. 


NEWPORT SUMMER RESIDENTS OPPOSING A 
PROPOSED ROAD. 

NEwport, Oct. 23.—The Summer resi- 
dents of Newport are opposed to the proposed 
scheme to provide this city with a horse rail- 
road, and they were heard trom to-night ata 
meeting called by the Committee on Streets and 
Highways to hear arguments. A charter has 
been granted and a company temporarily organ- 
ized. The company petitioned the City Council 
for the privileve of laying tracks, &c. The char- 
ter granted by the Legislature forbids the com- 
pany from using Bellevue-aveaue and all the 
other principal drives. 

At the mecting to-night no one spoke in favor 
of the company. The speech of the evening 
was made by Prof. Fairmau Rogers, of Phila- 
delphia, who argued that a borse railroad would 
be aserious injury to the city or any watering 
place, and would yive it anything but a rural 
appearance. Heclaimed that there was no de- 
mand for the road and that theinterests of those 
who had made Newport what it was to-day should 
be consulted. The interests of the citv would be 
seriously jeopardized if the City Council granted 
the company the privileges it asked for, and be 
hoped that, for the present at least, the enter- 
prise would be allowed to rest. He spoke of the 
serious inconvenience experienced from horse 
railroads in the larger cities, especially in Phila- 
delphia, where encroachments had been made to 
an alarming extent,and where the street au- 
thoritics were “told to go to the devil” when 
questioned about their infringment of the priv- 
ileres granted them. 

Remarks in the same strain were made by 
Henry A.C. Tayior, of New-York; Prof. Wol- 
cott Gibbs, of Hurvard College; Géorge T. 
Downing, Nathan Parker, and others. Among 
the signers of a protest against the railroad 
were August Belmont, Ogden and Kobert Goe- 
let, John W. Ellis, Levi P. Morton, Henry 8. 
Fearing, Henry G. Marquand, frederic Sheldon, 
and J. P. Kernochan, ot New-York; Fairman 
Rogers, Prof. Gibbs, T. F. Cushing, and BE. L.

A COUNTERFEITER ARRESTED. 
Mermpnais, Tenn., Oct. 23.—Sheriff Has-

About a week ago Sam Jones, 
a farmer who lives at Big Lake, Mississippi 
County, went to the county seat, and paid a bill 
he owed there with 10 good dollars and 10 coun- 
terfeit dollars. The deception was detected be- 
fore night, and he was followed and arrested. 
He said he got the money through Beakley, who 
was arrested by Sherit?! Haskins. Inachest in 
his house a quantity of chemicals and plaster of 
Paris moids was found,and under the house a 
melting ladie and tin box containing $27 in unfin- 
ished silver and gold money of all denominations. 
Another search was made, and in an old boot lee 
under some logs near the house $125 of the same 
stuff was discovered.

TWENTY MILES OF DEAD FISH. 
NEwW-ORLEANS, Oct. 23.—The schooner 
Alice Montgomery, Cupt. Lavender, master, 
from Kennebec River, Me., with a cargo of ice, 
arrived at her wharf to-day. The Captain re- 
ports thaton Oct. 19, when about 10 miles off 


Rebecca Shoals, in the Gulf of Mexico, about 
400 niles trom the mouth of the river, he en- 
countered vast quantities of floating fish, dead 
and dying. They embraced a great variety, 
many kinds being unknown to him, ard they 
extended as far asthe eye could reach. The sea 
was streaked with a yellow, oily substance, and 
he sailed through this strange combination of 
yellow water and dead fish for 20 miles. He had 
no bad weather, and generally fair winds after 
entering :the Gulf. This is not the first time 
such a phenomenon has been encountered in 
these waters, and it has been attributed to the 
eruption of matter and poisonous gases from 
submerged volcanoes. The appearance of un- 
usual varieties of flsh from the deep sea would 
seem to strengthen this theory.

MR. BROOKS SEES.HIS SON 


————. 
‘MAXWELL NOT THE NAME OF THE 
SLAYER OF PRELLER. 

\THE PRISONER RECOGNIZED BY HIS FATHER 
AT A SECRET MEETING INTHE ST. LOUIS 

JAIL, 


St. Louis, Oct. 28.—The long-looked-for 
“meeting between Samuel N. Brooks, ot Hyde, 
England, and his son, Hugh Matham Brooks, 
alias Maxwell, who stands charged with the mur- 
der of C. Arthur Preller, took place in the City 
Jail just after dusk to-night. Mr. Brooks senior 
stands just the same height as the prisoner, and 
as he advanced and seized the latter's hand 
the resemblance between the two was at once 
evident. Mr. Brooks senior recognized hisson the 
moment he saw him, but neither spoke a word 
in the presence of witnesses. At the request of 
the attorneys of the defendant father and son 
were left alone for some moments and when 
they separated tears glistened in the eyes of both. 

Mr. Brooks senior arrived in New-York City 

from England on the steamer Brittannic last 
Saturday, and, without waiting for the report- 
ers to interview him, crossed the river and vis- 
ited friends and relatives in Brooklyn. He left 
New-York on Monday night, and arrived here 
on Wednesday morning. Upon arrival he 
walked away out to the northwest por- 
tion of the city, where he had a long inter- 
view with the Rev. W. Asheton, an Episcopal 
minister, who has his son’s spiritual welfare in 
charge. From the Rev. Mr. Asheton's he walked 
down town, not stopping until he had entered. 
the office of the attorneys in charge of his son’s 
case. He told them he had come all the way 
from England to see his son, but he was deter- 
mined no one should listen to what they had to 
Bay when they came face to face. 

I don’t believe,” said Mr. Brooks, ‘* that my 
son is guilty of murder. In our country there 
is NO such thing as murder without malice pre- 
tense is proved. In this country I believe you 
have to prove malice aforethought before you 
can make outa case of murder in the first de- 
sxree. Understand me, therefore. I don't believe 
my son killed Preller, but if he did kill him it 
was not with malice aforethought or with intent 
to murder.” 

After promising the old gentleman that no 
one should be allowed to listen to what he had 
to say when he met his son the prisoner’s attor- 
neys hid the gentleman from sight and set about 
laying their plans for a secret meeting between 
father and son. It was this meeting which, 
with the jailer’s connivance, took place 
to-night. Mr. Brooks brings with him con- 
siderable money, and says be will spare neither 
time nor expense to secure his son’s acquittal, 
He will not remain here during the progress of 
the trial however, but will start for home next 
Monday night, visiting friends and relatives in 
New-York, Brooklyn, and Philaaelphia before 
his return to England.

DYNAMITE USED TO BLOW UP A STREET CAR 
IN ST. LOUIS. 


St. Lovurs, Oct. 23.—A fearful explosion 
was heard to-night in the vicinity of Washing- 
ton-avenue and Eighteenth-street, and pedes- 
trians running that way were told that bobtail 
car No. 42, of the Washington-Avenue Line, 
had been blown up by dynamite at 
the intersection of those two thoroughfares, 
and one of the passengers nearly killed. Tho 
crowd which gathered found the ear shattered 
almost to splinters and a woman who had been a 


passenger lying among the débris. She was 
dragged out by the pamee and citizens 
and taken into the University Building, 
where she was identified as a Mrs, 
Shea, living in the vicinity of Washington- 
avenue and Twelfth-street. she‘ and another 
woman and two young men were rifting in the 
ear at the time of the explosion, but the other 
passengers tortunately escaped. Mrs. Shea was 
terribly injured and was unconscious when 
taken into the University Building. 

At this same spot the other night a car was 
attacked by strikers and a colored woman was 
fatally shot. Itis believed that the mob which 
shot this woman is identical with the mob 
which to-night put dynamite to test. The road 
is owned by John Maxon, and the atriking driv- 
—_ are especially bitter at his treatment of 

em. 

The driver of the demolished car says he saw 
the machine used onthe track, but thinking it 
was merely a block of wood and that the wheel 
of Mis car would knock it off continued on his 
way. When the wheel struck the obstacle an 
explosion followed. The act has frightened 
managers of the lines so that they have ordered 
all cars into the stables. 





DISCUSSING LIQUOR LAWS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 23.—The State Con- 
vention of the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union closed to-night.

SMALLPOX NOT ABATING. 


THE *THEORY OF EMINENT ' SCIENTISTS. AS. 
REGARDS THE DISEASE, 
MONTREAL, Oot. 23.—Mr. St. Pierre, & 
well known French Canadian lawyer, claims to 
have been stuaying up the smallpox question 
with some eminent scientists, and the con- 
clusion they’ have come to is that the disease 
originated in Canada and has always been prev- 
alent here, and more especially in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Montreal. When Jacques Cartier 
first sailed up the St. Lawrence he found the 
Indians dying off by hundreds from the disease, 
and it broke out among the crews of his vessels. 
While they were lying at Hochelaga the mortality 


was so great that one of the ships had to be left 
bebind from want of sailors to man it.’ Several 
of the sailors died on the voyage back to 
Europe and the disease was then spread broad- 
cast. Smallpox, they claim, seldom attacks 
new-comers and is most deadly in its effects 
among the families who have been settled here 
for the longest time. Thus the Hurons and the 
Iroquois Indians have been almost exter- 
minated by the disease, and now it is 
the turn of tbe French Canadians, the 
next oldest settlers. The English people 
having only settled here ata comparatively 
late date will not suffer so much by it for 
several generations et. Mr. St. Pierre 
claims that the reason for the great mortality 
among children is that they breathe the air 
nearer the ground than grown people and thus 
take the exhalations from the earth into their 
system, aud adduces as proof the fact ‘that 
scarcely a single tall man has died from the dis- 
ease. A similar peculiarity is, he says, noticed 
in the Grotto des Chiens, at Rome, where a man 
feels no inconvenience from the exhalations, 
while a dog dies at once. Smallpox, he says in 
conclusion, is as much indigenous to Montreal 
as yellow fever to New-Orieans or ague in New- 
Jersey. 

The authorities are at last actively engared in 
isolating infected houses, and in cases where 
isolation is impossible taking the patients by 
force to the hospital. The ambulance corps is 
clearing out the cases from the extreme west 
end of the city, where smalipox is very preva- 
lent. The isolation committee have 60 houses 
guarded by special constables. Dr. Hingston is 
not at all sanguine as to the success of isolation. 

Yesterday 78 new cases were reported, of 
which 50 were verified. Eleven cases were found 
inahouse on Notre Dame-street to-day, and 
were removed to the Civic Hospital to-night. 
T'bere were 38 deatbs in the city yesterday. 

Orrawa, Oct. 23.—A child residing on 
St. Patrick-strect died a few days ago. The un- 
dertaker, suspecting that the cause of death 
was smallpox, called in a physician, who stated 
that such was tne cuse. An examination of the 
rest of the tamily was made, when two 
other children suffering from the _ disease 
were found secreted in au cupboard. The phy- 
sician failed to notify the authorities, and noth- 
ing has yet been done to isolate the cases. A 
case of smallpox occurred in the town of RKen- 
frew, where a man named O’Neil, who had been 
in Montreal on business, was taken down with 
the disease. The authorities promptly isolated 
the case. j 

HaminttTon, Ontario, Oct. 23.—The two 
remaining members of the Redden family have 
entirely recovered from the smalipox and this 
city is now entirely free from the disease. 


Essex, N. Y., Oct. 23.—The town authori- 
ties to-day quarantined the County House at 
Whallonsburg, in which there are two cases of 
smallpox.

The men went into the pantry and 
took down pans of milk, which they threw all 
over the floor, Alithis time rotten eggs were 
being thrown about and smashed, while stones 
were thrown throughthe windows. Every few 
minutes part of the marauders would go out of 
the house, apparently for orders as to what to do 
next. They weroin the hopse for more than an 
hour. Al! of the inmate8 took refuge in the 
upper story of the house but Mrs. Whedon. Be- 
tore leaving the marauders took all of the silver- 
ware and jewelry they could find. 

Living in the house with Mrs. Whedon was 
Burrill Howell, his wife, and twg children. The 
visit seems to have been for their benefit. Mr. 
Howell said to-night: ‘“‘I suppose that they 
came with the intention of, giving Mrs. Howell 
and mea ‘horning,’ but they carried things too 
tar. A few weeks ago my wife and I had a httle 
misunderstanding, and she left me. After she 
had been away a short time she returned, and woe 
came here. 1 know of no other reason than this 
for the midnight visit. I think that the mea 
were put up to do the mischief, because one of 
them said that Van Kellogg, one of our neigh- 
bors, told them to come here and raise the devil 
if it cost $10,000.” 

About six weeks ago Mrs. Howell left her hus- 
band with $1,000 in cash and ran away with a 
school teacher. On reaching Buffalo the teacher 
stole her money and fled. In the meantime 
Howell had begun divorce proceedings. Mrs. 
Howell returned about two weeks ago, made up 
with her husband, and they had gone to living 
together again. The affair has caused a sensa- 
tion. Mrs. Whedon is wealthy and scorned $1,600 
when it was offered her to settle the case.

HOFFMAN FIRED FOUR SHOTs. 
NEWARK, Oct. 23.—The inquest as to the- 
death of Mrs. Minnie Hoffman, who died at St. 
Michael’s Hospital on Wednesday from wounds 
inflicted by her husband, was held at the Court 


House this afternoon. Several witnesses were 
examined, but no new facts were brought 
out except those contained in the testimony 
of County Physician Hewlett. He stated 
that Hoffman told him that he [Hoffman] bad 
first fired a shot at bis wife and then one into his 
own bead. He fell senseless, but on recovering 
he saw his wife move, and then fired a second 
shot at her and another into his own head. The 
jury, after an absence of less than 10 mimutes, 
returned with a verdict that Mrs. Hoffman came 
to her death by a pistol ball fired from a re- 
volver in the hands of William @. Hoffman, and

A HORRIBLE SUICIDE. 

DenVvER, Col., Oct. 23.—This morning the

CHEERING “REPUBLICAN SENTI 


MENTS AND LEADERS. 

:& HUGE MASS MEETING ADDRESSED BY SEN 
ATOR EDMUNDS, GOVERNOR-ELECT FOR- 
AKER, JOSEPH H..CHOATE, AND OTHERS. 

The largest political meeting that has 
occurred in New-York City in several years was 
held.in Madison-Square Garden last night under 
Republican auspices. It was to ratify the nom- 
inations made by the Republican State Conven~ 
tion. Senator Edmunds and Governor-elect 
Foraker were the principal speakers, and they 
were greeted with a heartiness that made tha 
building shake. The vast auditorium, which 
was gayly decorated with flags and banners, was 
almost entirely filled. The boxes and seats in 
the galleries on both sides of the Garden were 
occupied, and at least four-fifths of the spacious 
floor of the building was covered by a dense 
mass of human beings. There could not have 
been less than 8,000 persons present. <A goodly 
proportion of the seats were occupied by ladies. 

A brilliant red light, burning on the curb- 
stone in front of the Garden, was the beacon 
which attracted over 15,000 people to its neigh- 
borhood. As early as 6:30 o’clock, when the first 
rocket was sent skyward, the crowd began to 
gather, and for two hours after that time an un- 
interrupted stream of ladies and gentlemen 
marched toward the doors of the Garden. The 
fireworks, which continued until after 8 o’clock, 
brought several thousand spectators into Madi- 
son-Square Park and the neighboring streets. 
In composition the crowd varied from the mer- 
chant tothe small boy. Urchins peddled pictures 
of the Republican candidates with great financial 
success. Ladies, who took this mild way of as- 
serting their favoritism, were the largest pur< 
chasers. 

As 8 o’clock drew near the crowd about the 
Madison-avenue entrance increased, and much 
desire was shown to catch a glimpse of Mr. 
Davenport. Every man who resembled tha 
head of the Republican ticket was greeted with 
a prolonged shout of welcome, which caused 
many expressions of surprised delight to spread 
over the features of the gentlemen greeted. 
Corporal Tanner, of Brooklyn, hobbled out of a 
coupé, and half a dozen young men, knowing 
his deformity, rushed to assist him over a pile 
of logs which lay inthe gutter. At 8:15 o’clock 


it was almost impossible to force one's way into. 
the Madison-avenue entrance, and hundreds of 
ladies and gentlemen who arrived after that 
time were obliged to go away without even see~- 
ing the inner walls of the building. 

Inside a certain number of the gallery seatg 
had been reserved for ladies and their escorts, 
but the general — was given free access ta 
the main floor. ong before 8 o’clock all of the 
available space within hearing distance of the 
speakers’ piatform—which was on the south side 
of the buiiding—was occupied. Eben’s bras¢ 
band was stationed in the music balcony, and it 
entertained the assemblage witha pleasing va- 
riety of musical selections. While the band 
was pdDiaying the overture to Wagner's 
* Rienzi’ Senator Edmunds and Governor-elect 
Foraker entered the buliding, accompanied by 
Gen. Carr and Cornelius N. Bliss. As soon as the 
audience became aware of the presence of thé 
distinguished gentieman a cheer was sent up 
that compietely drowned the sound of Wagner’s 
vigorous music. The cheering was kept up for 
several minutes, and it subsided only to be re- 
newed a few seconds later when Senator Evarts 
= Joseph H. Choate stepped upon the plat~ 

orm. ’

The encouragement of American industry, 
and the improvement and elevation of Ameri- 
ean labor; the reconstruction of American 
shipping from the ruin long threatened by 
Democratic legislation; the liberal support of 
schoolsand other means of education; and the 
absolute freedom and security of the ballot for 
every American citizen entitled to vote, are 
among the objects aimed at by the Republican 
Party.

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HOW LIEUT. GREEN CAME TO 


FEDERAL OFFICE. 

Wasuinaton, Oct. 23.—Lieut. Israel 
Green, the officer of the United States marines 
who smote Jonn Brown, of Ossawatomie, in the 
face with his sabre at the time of the fight 
in the engine house at Harper’s Ferry, wno aft- 
erward served in the army of the Confederacy, 
and who was yesterday appointed Indian Agent 
at the Sisseton Agency, was warmly recom- 
mended by prominent Democrats. The vener- 
able W. W. Corcoran made a personal request 
for his appointment. The petitionin his behalf 
was sent to the Secretary of the Interior 
by citizens of Mitchell, Dakota. Other 
citizens of Jefferson County, West Va., 
addressed Mr. Lamar in his interest. J. S. 
Foster, Morris Taylor, and T. M. Ziebach, mem- 
bers of the Democratic Committee of Dakota, 
heartily indorsed him as a man of integrity, 
ability, and business experience. M. H. Day, 
member of the National Committee from Da- 
kota, considered him honest, capable, efficient, 
and astanch Democrat. Gen. Eppa Hunton, of 
Virginia, urged his appointmentin the strongest 
terms. He had known him as one of the best 
citizens of Clark County, Va. Prior to the war 
Gen, Hunton said he wus an officerin the Marine 
Corps, and distinguished himself in the capture 
of John Brown. He had been an officer in the 
Confederate service, had lost all he had 
by joining that cause, and Gen. Hun- 
ton thought he deserved a good 
place. A. R. 3oteler, of West Virginia 
who has known Green for 25 years, also asked 
his appointment, and so did Representatives 
John W Daniel andJ.C. Moore. The part that 
Green took in the capture of John Brown was 
undoubtedly known to all these men, While 
the officer could have done nothing else, except 
to take the prisoner in the engine house, and, as 
a military officer, could not be held to account 
at the time for using his sword upon a man 
armed with a gun, as Jobn Brown was, the 
fact that he was forced by circumstances 
into a service which may make him odious 
to many persons might have prevented his 
appointment if the details of the engine house 
encounter had been remembered. If any criti- 
cism is made upon the Secretary of the Interior 
it will have been invited by the inconsiderate 
zeal of the friends of Lieut. Green, who insisted 
upon his being rewarded for his capture of John 
Brown by a Fegeral appointment. The friends 
of Mr. Lamar know that he iz peculiarly sensa- 
tive to all reproaches made against him on the 
ground that he has sectional leanings, and 
there are many of them who will hesitate to be- 
lieve that he made this appointment for the pur- 
pose merely of honoring the man who felled old 
John Brown with his sabre.

NOTHING LIKE A FRAUD 


FACTS ABOUT THE LAW REPORT 
CONTRACT. 

WHY AND HOW IT WAS GIVEN TO WEED, 
PARSONS & CO.—THE LEGALITY OF THE 
AWARD SUSTAINED IN COURT. 

ALBANY, Oct, 23.—Every year a large 
batch of reportsis the result of the labors of 
the Court of Appeals. For the benefit chiefly 

of the legal fraternity of the State a 

law was passed directing the reporter 

of the Court of Appeals, the Secretary 
of State, and the Controller to have these 
reports published. This publication is no part 
of the State printing. In fact, it is not primarily 
for the benefit of the State itself. The benefits 
are derived from a dissemination of accurate 
legal information, and the selection of these 
three State officers insures the correctness of 
the reports thus issued. Whoever is awarded 
the contract for the publication of tho re- 
ports must, under the law, furnish the State 
free of charge, copies for each of the County 
Clerks. The State may purchase a few copies, 
not to exceed 25, for the libraries in its judicial 
districts. The contract provides for the size, 
style, binding, &c., of the volumes and fixes the 
price at which the publisher must sell to the 
public. The reports are absolutely necessary to 


the lawyers, none of whom have ever com- 
plained about paying a reasonable price per 
volume, 

Prior to the year 1880 contracts had been let 
fixing the price at sums much less than the 
actual cost of publication. The contractors paid 
no attention to the price fixed in their contract, 
and required the lawyers to pay such price as 
they saw fit to charge. Many = suits 
were brought in the courts to compel 
the contractors to furnish the books 
at contract prices. In 1880 the contract was let 
to Messrs. Weed, Parsons & Co. at $1 per volume 
bought at Albany and New-York City and $130 
delivered elsewhere in the United States. The 
late Judge Folger advised that the contract be 
let to no one at Jess than a fair price. The con- 
tract let in 1880 was for three years, was faith- 
fully kept by the contractors, and the books 
were sold to all purchasers at the price named 
in the contract. In 1883 the contract was 
again let to Weed, Parsons & Co.,at $1 per 
volume, and the price of delivering the same 
was reduced to 26 cents. The mannerin which 
the work had been executed was so entirely 
satisfactory tu the lawyers and law book sellers, 
who were the chief parties interested, and the 
price was so reasonable that the Secretary of 
State and Controller werein receipt of a large 
number of letters from lawyers allover the 
country requesting that the contract with Weed, 
Parsons & Co. be renewed. 

The law governing the letting of the contract 
is contained in section 211 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, and is as follows: 

SECT. 211. The State Reporter shall not have any 
pecuniary interest inthereports;: but a ntract tor 
the publication thereof, under his supervision, must, 
from time to time, be made, in behalf of the people, by 
the state Reporter, Secretary of state, and Controller, 
with the person or persons who agree to furnish the 
Secretary of State s0 many copies of each volume 
as may be needed to enable him to comply with 
the next seotion but one; and also, to publish and 
sell the reports, on terms the most advantageous to the 
public, revard being had to the proper execution of the 
work, and at a price not exceeding $3 for a volwme of 
not ess than 500 pages. Each contract so entered into 
must provide forthe publication of tbe reports for 
three years from the expiration or the time specified 
for that purpose in the last contract. If the State Re- 
porter, Secretary of State, and Controller unite 
in determining that a contract has not been 
faithfully kept by the erson or persons 
agreeing 80 to publish the reports, they may, by an in- 
strument in writing under their hands, filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State,annul the same, from 
a time specified in the instrument; and thereupon they 
may enter into a new contract for the publication of 
the reports, for three years from the time so specified. 
Before entering into a cOntract the state Keporter, 
Secretary of State, and Controller must advertise 
for, receive, and consider proposals for the publica- 
tion of the reports. 

The firm of Banks & Brothers, publishers, se- 
cured the contract once, and,as lawyers and 
dealers have declared, they were squeezed very 
tightly. Although the contract price was some- 
thing like half uw dollur a volume, it was with 
extreme reluctance that tae contractors allowed 
them to go over their counters. When the con- 
tract expired and the ban was removed all this 
reluctance disappeared. The reports were put 
upon the market, butata largely increased price. 
As the lawyers had to have them nothing re- 
mained but to pay several dollars per volume, 
remember the fact, and protest against the re- 
letting of the contract. When Secretary of 
State Carr and Controller Davenport awarded 
the contract in 1883 Messrs. Banks & Brothers 
were the lowest bidders, just as Weed, Par- 
sons & Co. were the highest. Among the 
other six bidders were publishers who could 
not, as it was very well known, carry out the 
contract, for they had not the facilities for do- 
ing good work. The Argus newspaper com- 
vesed put ina bid, knowing very well it would 
nave to go to Weed, Parsons & Co. to get a por- 
tion of the work done. It might be men- 
tioned parenthetically that this company 
has been exceedingly jealous of its larger 
neighbor ever since the contest for thousands 
of dollars’ worth of State printing which wus 
given to the Argus Company by Tweed was 
taken away. After the contract of 1883 was 
awarded, due consideration being given to that 
clause of the law “on terms the most advan- 
tageous to the public, regard being had to the 
proper execution of the work, and at a 
price not exceeding $3 fora volume of not less 
than 500 pages,"’ Banks Brothers brought a spit 
to have it annulled. The price named in this 
contract was $126 pervolume. The General 
Term in May, 1884, decided that the contract 
was legai and valid in every respeet. Judge 
Boardman wrote the opinion and J@dge Learn- 
ed,a Democrat, and Judge Bockes, his two as- 
sociates, concurred in it. 

In 1883 a bill was passed and sent to the Goy- 
ernor for his approval changing the law and 
virtually taking the printing of the reports out 
of the hands of Weed, Parsons & Co. Gov. 
Cleveland, as a lawyer, had had experience in 
purchasing the reports when published by pre- 
vious contractors and he was so well satisfied 
with the price and manner in which the work 
was being done by Weed, Parsons & Co. that he 
vetoed the bill, 

These are the facts of the “great fraud” 
which Gov. Hill’s State Committee discovered 
had been practiced upon the taxpayers by the 
action of Messrs, Carr and Davenport. The 
friends of the candidates serenely await the dis- 
covery of another mare's nest.

A BILL TO ANNUL A PATENT. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 23.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland has filed a bill in equity in the 
United States Circuit Court here similar to that 
which he brought against the Bell Telephone 
Company at Memphis, ‘l'enn., recently. and 
which has caused so much discussion. The 
bill, in the name of the Attorney-General, re- 
quests the court to annul a patent, on the 
ground of fraud, which was granted on May 19 
of the present year to Zenas D. Warren, of 
Holyoke, Mass. It is alleged in the bill 
that the defendant swore falsely in de- 
claring that he was the. original in- 
ventor of a mineral filling composition used 
by paper manufacturers. It is alleged that the 
composition has been made and used for two or 
three years in several paper mills within the 
knowledge of defendant. Warren is the Treas- 
urer and General Manager of the Standard Pulp 
Company, of Springfield, which uses the compo- 
sition, and itissaid that he has brought suit 
against all other users thereof. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland has appointed J. L. 8S. Roberts Spe- 
cial District Attorney to prosecute the suit, and 
the court to-day issued a restraining order and 
summoned the defendant to show cause on Nov. 
8 why an injunction should notissue. The bill 
is filed underan old statute conferring such 
power upon the Attorney-General, but such 
cases have been unheard of duriug recent years.

Beck states that on last Sunday Prosecuting At- 
torney Montgomery, one of the candidates 
elected by the forged sheet, called at the clerk’s 
office in the afternoon and desired to obtain the 
poll book for the Thirteenth Ward, for the pur- 
pose of allowing his counsel to examineit.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Concerning the 
breaking up of Bartley Campbell’s ‘* Paquita” 
company, now playing at the Walnut-Street

Mr. Campbell owes me $275 and I 
don’t know whether I shali get it or not. Mr. 
Kennedy assured me before I came out with this 
compauy that all salaries were paid. When I 
joined the company [learned that he had not told 
the truth. I came here, however, and played the 
part. When Mr. Kennedy came overon Wedne:day 
night he told usthe true state of affairs, and 
cunningly tried to trap us into saying that we 
would shut down. If we had listened to him we 
would have thrown up our contracts. As to 
Mr. Campbell’s reported madness | have little to 
say. I don’t knowanything about his mental 
condition. I think, however, that it is not mad- 
ness, but low cunning. The way he is getting 
out of histroubles shows that what I say is 
right. 1 don’t propose to sit down and submit 
to this quietly. I shall take action against him 
tor the balance due on my contract. I want to 
say that Phil Simmonds, our manager, has 
acted honorably and deserves a great deal of 
credit.” 

‘We started out nearly five weeks ago,” said 
Mr. George Backus, another member of the 
company, ‘“*‘and have done very little business.

The passages of 
Scripture chosen by the Pastor also bore on his 
own case. At the closeof the meeting Mr. Downs 
stated that he did not propose to resign, thouch 
if those who claim to own the church opened 
the doors for him to go, he should go “trusting 
in the Lord.” He cautioned his followers to pay 
no heed to the slanders and lies about him, 
which he had become so accustomed to that he 
rather liked them. He also expressed full con- 
fidence in Judge Allen, who is now presiding 
over the divorce court. 
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LEARNING THE WHITE MAN'S WAYS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—Sixty Chinamen 
employed in Koenigberger, Folk & Mayer’s cigar 
factory struck to-day, because the firm refused 
to discharge its Caucasian workmen. Upto a 
few months ago Chinese were exclusively em- 
ployed in this factory, Then five white men 


were hired at the solicitation of the local branch 
of the International Cigarmakers’ Union of 
America. They were paid by the_ piece 
at the same rate given the Chinese. 
Their work was much more satisfactory 
than that of the Chinese, from which it was kept 
separate, and more men were employed, repla- 
cing the Mongolians. In all there are 58 white 
meninthe factory. Yesterday a delegation of 
the Chinamen called at the office and told the 
firm that they were instructed by their teague, 
or company, to quit work unless the white men 
were discharged. The firm received them kind- 
ly, but declined to discharge the 58 white men. 
This morning, therefore, the Chinamen quit 
work. Their places will be filled by white men. 





A COUNTERFEITER CAUGHT. 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 23.—A stranger, reg- 
istering as W. H. Smith, of New-Orleans, ar- 
rived here yesterday.zDuring the day he went to 
two private boarding houses kept by ladies, en- 
gaging a week's board at each place and tender- 
ing in payment a twenty-dollar ‘silver certifi- 
cate. e reccived change in both instances, but 
his failure to return aroused suspicion, and it 
was then discovered that the silver certificates 
were counterfeits very clumsily executed. The 
man was arrested when about to leave on a 
train. In his baggage were found a large quan- 
tity of bogus twenty-dollar silver certificates, 
together with the plate used in making them 
and other counterfeiters’ tools.

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IN THE RAILWAY WORL 
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LARGER EARNINGS REPORTED, 
FORTHCOMING STATEMENTS OF, THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA AND READING ROADS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—The forthcom- 
ing monthly statement of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company will show a decrease in earn- 
ings for September of about $150,000, as com- 
pared with the same month of last year. The 
decrease in August, as compared with the same 
month of last year, wus $330,009. The statement 
for October, it is stated, will be a remarkably 
good one, as the earnings huve been greatly 
increased by the advances in east and west 
bound freights ordéred by the trunk lines, and 
which went into effect on the 15th. Shipments 
in both directions are reported to be very heavy. 
The statement of the Reading Company for 
September, it is said, will be a very good one, as 
the movement of coal has been extraordinarily 
large, even taxing the capacity of the company 
to furnish cars rapidly enough. The Receivers 
are paying wages more promptly, and announce 
an increase of miscellaneous freight shipments 
over their line. 

It was stated at the office of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company to-day that no reply would 
be made to the ee of Vice-President 
Spencer, of the Baltimore and Ohio, regarding 
the right of that company to sell tickets on all 
lines out of New-York, until President Roberts 
returns, which will probably be the latter part 
of next week. It was understood to-day, froma 
gentleman prominently identified with the 
deal between the Pennsylvania and Mr. Van- 
derbilt for the Southern Pennsylvania, that the 
question was premature and should have 
been waived until the Baltimore and Ohio 
either had a New-York connection or the proba- 
bility of one at an early day. An important 
conference was held yesterday between the 
Reading and Baltimore and Ohio Officials, at 
which the subject of the proposed connection 
between the two lines was fully discussed. It 
was agreed to burry the work on the Baltimore 
and Ohio extension as much as possible. A 
prominent official of the Baltimore and Ohio 
declared that Mr. Garrett had always contended 
that his line commanded the situation, and that 
there could be no pool of consequence without 
it.

THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA SUIT. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 23.—The argu- 
ment in the South Pennsylvania began this 
morning before Judges Simonton and MePher- 
son. Judge Simonton announced that it made 
no difference to the court how many partic- 
ipated in the argument, but it would 
have to be concluded by to-morrow 
evening. Deputy Attorney-General Snod- 
grass opened tor the Commonwealth. 
His object, he said, was to show tbat the defend- 
ants admitted themselves that the object of the 
purchase was to really prevent trouble from 
competition in the future. Heconcluded his 
remarks by taking up the sections in the con- 
stitution claimed to have been violated. He 
held that the provisions were plainly against the 
consolidation of competing companies. He 
spoke for four hours. The Hon. Wayne Mac- 
Veagh opened for the defense. In the 
course of his argument Mr. MacVeagrh read 
the charter of the Pennsylvania Company 
granted by the State in 1870, wrich granted that 
company the right to purchase the bonds and 
stocks of or lease any other line of railroad. He 
asked if such chartered right were given by 
the State before the adoption of the constitu- 
tion, had not the company the same 
right now? Could a Hmitation be imposed 
on the company’s power of purchase? Un- 
less the chartered rights were taken away 
the purchasing power was the same. On the 
question of competition Mr. MacVeagh differed 
with the Deputy Attorney-General. He claimed 
that the South Pennsylvania was not in com- 
petition, as it would go through a different 
country, different places, and its carrying trade 
would be different. It could not in any sense be 
called a competitor. 
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TO DRIVE THE LAST SPIKE SOON. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 23.—The ceremony of 

driving the last spike in the Canadian Pacific, 

making the completion of the line, will take 
place within the next 15 or 20 days. The precise 
date for the event has not been fixed. The 
scene of the cercmony is a point in the mount- 
ains, about 2146 miles beyond the second cross- 
ing of the Columbia.

OBITUARY NOTES.

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EFFORTS TO SAVE RIEL. 


*LONDON- SOCIETIES TO PRESENT A MEMORIA} 
TO THE CROWN. 

Paris, Oct. 23.—M. Rochefort to-day 
publishes an articlejin his newspaper, L’Intranst- 
geant, defending the action of Louis Riel, the 
leader ofthe half breedinsurrection'in thejNorth- 
west Territory, and attacking in a scurrilous 
manner Queen Victoria and the Prince of Wales. 
The jatter part of the article has greatly angered 


the English colony:in Paris and the best circles 
of French society. ‘ 

Otrawa, Oct. 23.—A cable dispatch re- 
ceived here from London to-day regarding 
the appeal in Riel’s case says that the law Jords 
held that the Canadian Court that convicted 
the prisoner had jurisdiction for the trial of 
treason, that six on jury were sufficient, that 
shorthand notes were lawful reports of the pro- 
ceedings, and that substantial justice had been 
done Riel. The Aborigines Protection Society 
held a meeting in London after the judgment was 
Known, and decided to make one more effort ta 
save the neck of the Canadian insurgent. They 
appointed a committee to present a memorial ta 
the Crown praying for a full inquiry into Riel’s 
case and a respite pending the result of the in- 
quiry. The Peace Society will co-operate with 
this movement, but it is certain that the Gov- 
ernment will act in strict accordance with the 
advice of the Canadian Ministry. 

Ata meeting of the Cabinet yesterday it was 
decided to postpone Riel’s exeoution until Novy. 
ll. French Canadians still express confidence 
that he will not be hanged, basing their hope on 
the recommendation to Leng | of the jury which 
found him guilty and the influence of Quebec's 
members of the Cabinet. On the other hand, the 
organs of Government, both French and Eng- 


lish, say that thesontence of the court must now 
be carried out. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, Oct. 23.—Referring 
to the decision of the Privy Council in the 
Riel appeal case the Mail says: ‘* The only 
plea now left to Riel’s friends is one of in- 
sanity, but as the jury,which is the sole judge of 
such questions, could not be convinced that Riel 
did not know that he was doing wrong, it tol- 
lows that the verdict cannot now be changed on 
the ground of the prisoner’s insanity unless 
new evidence has inthe meantime come to light. 
Such a thing itis not pretended has happened, 
and we presume the sentence of the court will 
be carried out and Riel executed for his.crime.” 

The Globe says: “lt now remains with Sir 
John Macdonald to say whether or not the sen- 
tence shall be carried out.” 


MONTREAL, Oct. 23.—Among the Liberals 
and Conservatives here the general belief ap. 
pears to be that Riel will be hanged. It is 
thought his only hope for life is in the appoint. 
ment of a medical commission, whose examina- 
tion may show that he is insane. 


QUEBEC, Oot. 23.—Mr. Lemieux, counsel 
for Riel, has sent a request to the Governor- 
General asking that a .medical commission _be 
appointed to inguire into his mental state. Mr. 
Lemieux left for Ottawa this evening in con. 
nection with the request. 





BRADLEY-MARTIN’S ENTERTAINMENT.

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A ROMAN PAVEMENT AT LEICESTER. 
From the London Téimes. 

Another discovery of Roman pavement 
has just been made at Leicester, near the site of 
what is supposed to havo been the residence of 
the Roman Governor of Roman Leicester. All 
the pavements hitherto discovered are from 
four to five feet below the present street level 
but considerably abovethe level of the river, 
and the present pavement is not only at a lower 


level than the others, but is also below the level 
of the Soar, and was found while excavatin 
for a cellar. The pavement, so far as it has of. 
ready been unearthed, measures about 14 feet by 
4 feet, and is in excellent preservation. Although 
the tesser@ are rather larger and coarser than 
those previously discovered, the pattern Is very 
distinct. Local authorities suppose the pavement 
to be the floor of Roman baths which existed in 
Leicester some 1,700 years ago,when Leicester was 
a Romantown. Steps are being taken to have 
the relic preserved, and the Leicester Archmo- 
logical Society are making arrangements to 
have the excavations continued witha view of 
ascertaining whether any further portions of 
the original edifice still exist.

that he became his counselor in important 
public affairs. It may be that the chief purpose 
of his present mission is to give his aid in 
the pending negotiations for peace; but his serv- 
ices will bein still more urgent demand in case 
of their failure. Should there be an Eastern war. 
which now seems inevitable, Gen. Wallace will 
no doubt be tendered a high position in the Sul- 
tan’s service, and it is not at all unlikely that he 
will be Commander-in-Chiet of the Turkish 
armies. Such an event would be in perfect con- 
sonance with his past career, which has been 
brilliant and dramatic in all itsepisodes. As fel- 
low-countrymen, we wish Wallace good luck ip 
his adventure. 





NEW-YORK’S PRESBYTERIANS.

A number of new enterprises had been 
undertaken and several mission churches have 
been built. The Committee on Systematio Benefi- 
cence reported gains in the number of contri- 
butions to the different boards. The Synod adr 
journed to meet next year in Elmira.

WOMAN’S RELIGIOUS WORK

DISCUSSED AT THE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH CONGRESS. 
RELATIONS OF DEACONESSES AND SISTER- 
HOODS TO THE CHURCH—LAST SESSION 

OF THE CONGRESS. 

New-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 23.—The ladies 
were out in force at this morning's session of 
the Episcopal Church Congress. The subjeot 
for discussion had a particular interest for them, 
and they were anxious to hear what a number 
of clergymen had to say about ‘* Deaconesses 
and Sisterhoods,” and their husbands ana broth- 
ers were present in suficient force to make an 
audience of 2,500 persons. Bishop Williams, who 
presided, introduced the Rev. Dr. Thomas M. 
Peters, of New-York City, who told his hear- 
ors that for 35 years he had had wom- 
on 6 working with him for the _ inter- 
sts of the church, and for 21 years 
these women had been members of sisterhoods. 
There was a prevalent idea that the habit worn 
by the Sisters isa protection to them in their 
labors among the dangerous class, but his ex- 
perience had taught him to believe that the 
garb of the workers made little difference, 
and that any lady quietly dressed was guarded 
by her sex and characterin her charitable ex- 
cursions from those annoyances which a uniform 
is supposed to ward off. There was small need 
to urge upon the Deaconesses or independent 
laborers the advantages to be gained from the 
strength and encouragement of a regular organ- 
ization. The church should smooth the way for 
these workers and give them her most willing 
hel ). 

Bishop Doane, of Albany, expressed himself 
as strongly in favor of the work performed by 
the self-dvnying, self-sacrificing women, but he 
believed that the Deaconesses and sisterhoods, 
to reach the greatest efficiency, should be under 
the charge and direction of the Bishop of the 
diocese in which their good work was carried 
on. “I have the most intense sympathy with 
the movement,” he said, ‘‘and the greatest ad- 
miration for the spiritual character, the un- 
wearied devotion, the earnest love of the women 
who are called of God to this closer service of 
the Lord. But I am sure that the friends of this 
inovement are the people to see and avoid its 
tendencies to harm, because they are its friends, 
and the word of loving counsel breaks neither 
the head nor the heart.” 

The Rev. Calbraith B. Perry, of Baltimore, ad- 
vocated both Deaconesses and sisterhoods. He 
begged that there be not too much pruning by in- 
troducing too many rules and rezulations. Both 
organizations were as yet undeveloped to their 
full usefulness. They were almost in their in- 
fancy. Their members were volunteers, who 
were doing a valuable work forthe church, but 
they did not as yet ask recognition from the 
church. The time for such recognition had not 
yet come. Since sisterhoods were first organ- 
ized, 40 years ago, their growth had been steady. 
Let them grow, said the speaker, and let them 
have full scope to find their work. It might be 
that evils would tind their way into the system. 
When they did appear it would be time for the 
church to legislate against them, and not before, 
Then, and not until then, would it befit the 
church to interfere in the workings of the or- 
ganizations. To secure the greatest efficiency 
the work of the Sisters should be a life work. A 
uniform, the speaker was contident from what 
he had observed in his own city of Baltimore, 
was a great advantage to the Sisters. 

The Rev. Dr. A. §. St. John Chambre, of Lowell, 
Mass., said that orders like these modern ones 
had been found ip the early church, but had 
been sweptaway by the Reformation. ** Many of 
us,”” be went on, **seem to be afraid that the 
women wi!l have something to do. I am not 
afraid of the women. lam ufraid that they will 
not do enough or say enough that is good. In 
ministrations to the poor, women's work is in- 
dispensable. Ido not indorse all orders of sister- 
hoods and Deaconesses, however. I think itisa 
very dangerous doctrine that these organiza- 
tions should be independent of the diocesan 
authorities.”’ 

Bishop Williams introduced Lord Brabazon, 
who was greeted with long and hearty applause. 
The English celebrity told how much he liked 
America, and how he appreciated the courtesies 
everywhere shown him, In his own country, he 
said, the work of the women allies of the church 
had been of the greatest assistance to the clergy. 

The Rev. Arthur Brooks, of New-York, wore 
a business suit and talked in a business-like way. 
He wanted the good work of the Deaconesses to 
go on, but he wanted individual work, unham- 
pered by any ruling power. Let those engaged 
in the work wear such clothes as they saw fit, go 
where they saw fit—anywhere where they could 
best accomplish the will of God. The Rev. Ar- 
thur Hail, of Boston, wanted perpetual vows 
and a life devotion to the cause. The Rey. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudet, of New-York, and the Rey. 
Dr. Hopkins, of Pennsylvania, favored women’s 
work, but did not champion church legislation. 

At the last session of the congress this after- 
noon the Rey. Dr. George D. Wildes, General 
Secretary, seid: ‘ We have enjoyed here the 
largest attendance of any congress we have ever 
given. We have had on the partof the local 
committee a singular fitness, unparalleled, I[ 
may say, in the history of this congress, 
On the part of the congress I desire 
to thank them witb all my heart. To 
Bishop Williams, who has ever kindly adminis- 
istered to our wants, I wish to express our 
thanks. Wise. thoughtful, and kind is always 
the Bishop of Connecticut. Archdeacon Farrar, 
before departing, said he gota delightful home 
feeling in this grand old university town which 
carried him back to Old England again. To the 
eminent Dr. Porter; of the college, I would also 
express my thanks for his ministrations.” 

Bishop Williams responded in these words: 

My own share in your entertainment has been 
small. Itis very easy tosit hereand doas you 
piease. If any oneis to bethanked it is the 
President and officers of Yale and the people of 
New-Haven. I claim to bean adopted son of 
that institution, and I desire to offer to my alma 
mater my sincerest thanks. One word about 
the congress. To use a Hibernian expression, it, 
after you have been to see us, we could welcome 
you again, we would doso more heartily than 

efore.” 

Then the discussion of *“*Time and Methods of 
Bible Study” came up, and the Rey. Dr. George 
W. Douglas, of New-York, said there was great 
danger of using the Bible for reference and not 
foratext. A revival of religion caused a re- 
vival of Bible study. We were given to criticiz- 
ing Bible critics and ignoring the thing itself. 
The Scriptures were alone to be relied upon to 
give the knowledge of Christ upon which the 
church depended. We could derive inspiration 
from God’s Word only. 

The Rev. Charles H. Babcock, of Columbus, 
Ohio, one of the few Western clergymen to 
speak, came next, saying: ** The Bible is a record 
of God's wordsto humanity. To study it intelligi- 
bly we must be well equipped, knowing some- 
thing of the time in which it was written. We 
must study the Bible, not read it. We must 
discriminate between the Old and New Testa- 
ments. The Old Testament falls short of the 
New, where the fullness of inspiration dwells.” 

The Rev. E. S. Thomas, of St. Paul, Minn., 
said Bible study was much nevlected in the 
West, owing to increasing worldliness and 
skepticism, and the wide circulation of de- 
votional works. <A Philadelphia representa- 
tive, the Rev. B.. Maturin, came 
next, taking the ground that faith should 
he had before Bible study began. 
* We must,” he said, *‘ raise the people up to 
the Bible,and not lower the Bible to the peo- 
ple.” Mr. Russeli Sturgis, of Boston, spoke asa 
layman for laymen. * The Bibie,” he said, ** is 
an assaying office, to which we bring our 
thoughts and meditations. It is ahammer to 
strike them and a fire to test them.” 

The Kev. W. Hay Aitken, of England, told of 
his work among the Cornish miners, who did 
not do much Bible reading. In Scotland the 
case was different. There two-thirds of the 
converts kept to their religion. ‘The Rev. Dr. 
George Z. Gray, of Cambridge, Mass., closed the 
discussion. The “Gloria in Excelsis’® was sung, 
Bishop Williams pronounced the benediction, 
end the tenth annual congress was over. 





LAND OWNERS IN ITALY. 
From the London Times. 

From areturn which the Italian Govy- 
ernment has prepared, in reply to a question 
asked in the Chamber of Deputies, it appears 
that there are 4,183,432 owners of land in the 
kingdom, of whom 2,733,467 are men and 1,399,965 
women. Out of this number 682,802 own land 
alone,and 781,934 buildings only, while 2,668,696 
own both land and houses. There are 1,875,238 
cultivators of land, while 733,039 are described as 
independent, and 1,525,155 as following divers 
protessions. The provinces in which the land 
owners are most numerous are Piedmont, where 
they number 650,048 out of a population of 3,070,- 
250; Sicily, where they are 510,711 out of a 
population of 2,927,901; Lombardy, where they 
are 416,569 out ofapopulation of 3,680,615; the 
Campagna, where there are 404,670 land owners 
out of a population of 2,896,577; Venetia, where 
there are 341,176 land owners out of a population 
of 2,814,173; the Abruzzi, where there are 253,529 
land owners out of a population of 1,817,215; 
Calabria, where there are 225,545 land owners 
out of a population of 1,257,883, Tuscany, where 
there are 213,679 land owners out of a population 
of 2,208,869: Emilia, where there are 183,882 land 
owners out of a population of 2,183,391; Sardinia, 
where there are 163,645 land owners out of a 
population of 682,002; Liruria, where there are 
137,856 land owners out of a population of 892,- 
873, and Rome, where there are 120,665 land own- 
ers out of a population of 903,472, 





SCANDINAVIAN ARCTIC SUCCESS. 
Copenhagen Dispatch to the London Daily News, 
Another success has been [scored by the 
Scandinavian arctic explorers. The Danish ex- 
pedition to the east coast of Greenland, under 
the command of Capt. Holm, returned last 
night, after an absence of 29 months. This ex- 


pedition reached the. latitude of 66° 8’, a point 40 
miles further north than Nordens d reached 
in 1883. Capt. Holm thinks it is now settled be- 
yond a doubt that there are no early Scandina- 
Vian remains on the east coast. The expedition 
has brought back many interesting and 
photographs. The health of all on board is 
food, and there have been- no sufferings or mis- 
Ps. 





CHRISTIAN WOMEN IN COUNCIL.

THE THIRD PARTY QUESTION DISCUSSED 
AT THE HUNTINGDON SESSION. 

HUNTINGDON, Penn., Oct. 23.—The Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Union of Pennsyl- 
vania closed its session here to-day. After Mrs. 
Wittenmyer had read ber interesting report on 
legislative work this morning Mrs. Hunt, who 
managed so well the movement favoring the 
adoption of scientific temperance text books 
last Winter, counseled the convention to see 
that the law which they had been instrumental 
in passing was enforced, Then the usual com- 
plimentary resolutions thanking the officers 
of the convention, the people of Hunt- 


ingdon, the Trustees of the Presbyterian 
Church, and railroad authorities for favors 
received were passed without dissent. 
Mrs. Williams followed with a supplementary 
resolution, setting forth that_while the State 
Union is loyal to the National Union in its regu- 
lar plan of work the former aoes not indorse the 
regolution adopted last year at St. Louis by the 
National Convention committing the State 
Union to the advocacy of a political Prohibition 
Party. 

The storm that had been brewing in the Reso- 
lution Committee over the question now broke 
out inallits torce,and for three hours there 
Was a lively word encounter among the mem- 
bers of the convention. The conservative and 
the liberal element of the committee,respectively 
antagonizing and favoring the organization 
of a Prohibition Party, had hitherto refrained 
through pacific motives from any expression 
on the subject, but when the question was 
thus opened by Mrs. Williams’s resolution, the 
third party element seized the opportunity thus 
presented to make themselves heard. Amid the 
breezy discussions that followed several resolu- 
tions less objectionable to the third party ele- 
ment were submitted to the convention and con- 
secutively laid on the table. Finally, how- 
ever, Mrs. Patton's resolution, reciting that the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of Penn- 
syivania desires to go on record as aunit in 
favor of prohibition principles, differing only as 
to the methods to be employed in carrying them 
out, was passed, and then the excitement 
guieted down, Pittston or Wiikesbarre, as the 
jocal union of Luzerne County should determine, 
was decided upon as the place of holding the 
next meeting, in October, 1856,

LORD SHAFTESBURY’S NOBLE LIVE. 
From the London Spectator. 

A noble life ended on Thursday, when 
Lord Snaftesbury died at Folkestone. He was 
one of the very few men of whom it is easy to 
say with certainty that the world was the better 
because he lived. There are literally bundreds 
of thousands in England who are to-day directly 
happier and better for his work. A peer of 
historic rank, with an adequate fortune, and the 
road to power fully open to him, he devoted 
himself for 50 yearstothe amelioration of tne 
condition of the oppressed. For this end he la- 
bored asa man labors to earn his living, work- 
ing like an overtasked Secretary of State, 
writing, speaking, and, above all, guiding, but 
always going straight to some practical end. It 
was mainly owing to his exertions that the fac- 
tory acts were pussed,and that the system of 
slavery for women and children which reigned 
in British coal mines, and the horrors of which 
this generation would not believe, was finaily 
brought to anend. He curried the truck act 
and the Ten Hours’ bil); he freed the wretched 
children apprenticed to the sweeps, and he was 
the founder and mainspring of the ragged 
schools, out of which the demand for 
national education originally sprang. He 
was, however, no viewy or screaming phi- 
lanthropist. Though not possessed of 
the highest abilities, he was a man of hard 
sense, knew exactly what was possible, and was 
very rarely taken in. All the acts he passed 
proved fruitful, and none were ever repealed; 
and though he did not choose Bishops very well, 
the men he selected for his social inquiries rare- 
ly or never failed in their work. His exceeding 
religious narrowness—he said **Ecce Homo” 
was “‘a book vomited out of hell ’—probably in- 
creased his energy; and long after his bodily 
strength had tailed, he gave vitality and 
purpose to any movemert he decided to join. 
No loss could leave a wider gap in our social 
system, and we may reasonably doubt if it will 
ever be completely filled.

LIEUT.-GOV. MANNING RESIGNS. 
Correspondence of the St. Paul Pioneer-Press. 

Drs Mornes, Iowa, Oct. 15.—On Monday 
last Lieut.-Gov. Manning came here and person- 
ally tendered the Governor his resignation, he 
*having formed business relations which necessi- 
tates his removal to Topeka, Kan. The resigna- 
tion was accepted. This action causes an un- 


usual and important condition of State affairs. 
Senator J. D. Gillette, who was President pro 
tem. of the Senate, having resigned his office as 
Senator, that body is now without a presiding 
officer. In the event of the death or resignation 
of the Governor the [Lieutenant-Governor 
would succeed him. Next in succession 
would be the President pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate. There is now, therefore, no succes- 
sor, the Legislature never having made any law 
tor such an emergency. But, under the law pro- 
viding for vacancies, the Governor 1s given 
power aud authority to fill vacancies in all State 
offices, by appointment, which shall hold until 
the next election thereafter. As the election is 
now so near athand noappointment will proba- 
bly be made until it is known who is elected to 
that office. The successful candidate at the 
polls will be likely to be appointed; for, should 
the Governor suddenly die, the State would be 
without an executive head, with no one haying 
authority toact. But once in the history of the 
State has the Lieutenant-Governor succeeded to 
the Governor's chair, and that was when Gov.

The woman tells a very 
remarkable story. She states that she and her 
child came with the defendants from Vir- 
giniato this city about 15 years ago, and that 
she and the child have lived with them since, 
In Virginia the Brown woman was a slave, 
and when she came with the defendants to 
this State she was left in ignorance as to the 
change which had taken place in regard to 
the social position of the colored people, 
still believing that she and her child were slaves, 
owned by the people with whom they had come, 
and that they were bound to work for them 
without expecting acomvensation. Mrs. Brown 
claims that she had for some time been very 
badly treated by her employer, and this finally 
led her to give a sorrowful account of her condi- 
tion and her sufferings to a colored woman, still 
being in the belief that she was a slave. Of 
course she was promptly enlightened as to the 
change which bad taken place, and that there 
was no more slavery. The result was the filing 
of the suit for services rendered during these 
long years, and it is said that a suit for damages 
will follow.

ACCEPTING A NOMINATION. 


DANIEL D. WHITNEY’S LETTER TO THE 
BROOKLYN DEMOCRATS. 

Daniel D. Whitney, tbe Democratic can- 

didate for Mayor of Brooklyn, yesterday issued 


his letter of acceptance, in which he says: 


“TI desire, in the most unreserved manner possible, to 

express my approval of the series of resolutions adopt- 
ed by the convention declaring the policy of the Demo- 
cratic Party in matters relating to Brooklyn. By these 
resolutions the pind commits itself unreservedly ‘to 
home rule; to the exclusion of any and all mere par- 
tisan considerations from the government of Brook- 
lyn; to the principles of the civil service law; quail- 
fied oy an implied declaration that the tests to which 
candidates under it are at present subjected might 
with advantage to the public service be made more 
practical and leas scholastic; to the perpetuation in 
the Mayor’s office of all the powers lodged there by 
existing laws and to the encouragement of 2 system of 
rapid transit adequate to the wants of Brooklyn.’ 
* * * The principies of the civil service law I thor- 
oughly believein. My divergence from tne course 
held by many of its advocates. however, is well de- 
fined. I belheve that the heads of ail departments 
should be absolutely subject to the Mayor, and that 
the tests should in al! cases relute clearly and dis- 
tinctly to the work that is to be done. * * 
To enable the people to entorce their will, hold their 
subordinates to a sharp account, and fix responsibility 
with precision are objects of the frst importance if we 
are to have good municipal government, and these, in 
my humble opinion. are secured by the device of mak- 
ing the Mayor. and the Muyor alone, answerable to 
the citizens for the conduct of every one of the de- 
partments. In declaring ‘that « proper system of 
rapid transit for Brooklyn is a necessity that must not 
longer be delayed,’ the convention has, I am _ sure, 
voiced the general sentiment of the community. I 
sce noreason for doubting that, great as the present 
rate of the city’s growth is, it would be doubled were 
this means of travel provided. 

“Jo these leading mutters I must add a word on 
things that more immediately aflect myself. ‘he first 
is a falsehood. which I desire \o muke an end olf; the 
second is a point of honor which I may be too sensitive 
in thinking it necessary for metoatfirm. ‘The false- 
hood is to the effect that 1 hold extreme views on the 
liquor question and have been connected with some 
organization designed to circumscribe the rights of 
liquor dealers. There is not a word of truth in these 
assertions. [um not now and never was a member of 
any organization concerned in uny way with the 
drinking habits of the people. My belief in regard to 
this question is that common to Democrats. Whether 
® man shall drink or not seems to me to be a question 
for himself to settle, so long as he neither disturbs his 
neighbor nor violates the ilaw. The point of honor to 
which 1 refer isinvolvedin statements published by 
political adversaries to the effeet that in accepting the 
eandidacy which I now hold I became pledged to some 
mana or set of men for my future course. ‘this libel on 
my character I brand here and now.”

DIGITAL TENOTOMY FOR PIANIST'S.

There is no saying to what extent mar- 
tyrdom in the cause of art will go. It has just

SNOW IN SWITZERLAND.

THE NAVIES OF EUROPE 


> 
A NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR’S TOUR 
OF INVESTIGATION. 

WHAT HE SAW AND LEARNED IN EUROPE’S 
NAVY YARDS—TORPEDO BOATS MORI 
VALUABLE THAN COSTLY SHIPS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Naval Constructor 
Philip Hichborn, who was sent last year to visit the 
principal dockyards of Evrope, has submitted to the 
Secretary of the Navy along report, which is said by 
high naval authorities to bea work of great practical 
value. Tie says that in the national dock yards of 
Great Britain about 18,000 men are employed, their 
average pay per day being $1 03. The total sum ex- 
pended by the British Government in_ the 
Jast 15 years in the construction and_= ro- 
pair of vessels of the Royal Navy aggregates 
$179,649,625, with incidental charges which swell the 
total to $217,319,275, or about twenty-eight one-bun- 
dredths of the total naval appropriations for the same 
period. The Imperial Navy of Germany dates trom 
Oct. 1, 1867, from which time upto the present about 
£140,000,000 has been expended upon the naval estab- 
lishment, with the result that Germany now ranks as 
the fourth naval power. The navy Hst of Russia is 
formidable in the number of vessels and men, which 
places the nation third in the rank of naval powers. 
The apparent navy aggregated at the beginning 
of the present year 870 vessels of all descrip- 
tions, but a cursory examination revealed 
the fact that probably not more than 120, 
exclusive of torpedo boats, can properly be classed 
as vessels for offensive and defensive warfare. France 
has five dock yards, collectively comprising an area of 
900 acres. She has 24 dry docks, and her establiish- 
ments are complete tn all the requirements for bulld- 
ing, repairing, fitting out, and preservation of ships 
and the manufacture of stores and articles required for 
anavy. The quays, basins, and slips are of the most 
subatantial character, which if duplicated in the 
United States would require decades and several hun- 
dred millions of dollars. Convict labor has been large- 
ly utilized in such national work, while, besides, the 
wages of free Jabor are sufficiently low to accomplish 
agreat deal of work at an outlay which im this coun- 
try would be regarded as insignificant. 

n his chapter upon torpedo boats he says these ves- 
sels are now considered so essential that no Kuropean 
navy of note hasa flotilla of less than 60, while the 
stronger powers have fleets of 100 or more. Coasts 
have been aivided into torpedo districts of 100 or 
more, each with its complement of boats, and the 
crews thoroughly organized are kept continually exer- 
cised inthe management of the vessels. Of the sea- 
worthiness of such boats he says there can no 
longer be any doubt, their Jong voyages, in 
some cases uuder steam and in others under sall, 
to Rio Janetro, Buenos . Ayes, and the 
Black Sea having conclusively det onstrated their 
ability to survive very severe weather. Lately, during 
an evolutionary cruise of the French Mediteranean 
squadron, the torpedo boats were able to keep the sea, 
while the *Tonnere”’ and “ Vengeur,” large ships, 
were compelled to seek shelter from the violence of 
the gale. Ihe defensive value of a fleet of cruising 
torpedo boats, he suys, can hardly be overrated. No 
blockade can be maintained in their presence; yet, if 
properly supported by tenders with coal and supplies, 
they form of themselves an efficient blockading force. 
The cost of one such boat completely equipped is 
from $60,600 to $65,000, and they require from 10 to 15 
men. To operate to tbe greatest advantage they must 
attack in numbers; it is not sufficient to supply each 
port with one or two. 

In his description of ships built and building he has 
the following comment upon the Chilian Esmeralda: 
* For offense the Esmeralda js powerfully hg 5 a 
but she is vulnerable throughout, and there can de no 
doubt that even a lightly armed antagonist could play 
hayocinthe machinery spaces and destroy or dislo- 
cate the delicate hydraulic mechanism by which the 
heavy gunsare worked. * * * On account of her 
small coal supply, vulnerability, unsheathed bottom, 
and insignificant spread of saillam unable to see the 
propriety of building similar vessels for the American 
navy.” 

In his conclusion, Constructor Hichborn says: “ Re- 
cently there has been & great controversy between the 
leading constructors of Europe as to the best manner 
to utilize 10,000 tons of displacement. * * * One 
officer of high station sets a high value on one quality 
and another officer upon something else. The result 
is that at the present time there are nearly as many 
types as there are tronciads afloat, The lack 
of important naval , battles in recent years 
stands in marked contrast to the des- 
perate efforts of European powers to equip 
extraordinary vessels, designed to combine the invul- 
nerable and the indestructible. * * * A naval war 
woula doubtless demonstrate that the elaborate 
schemes of fleet tactics which have been the theme of 
many essays by naval officers have been chietly valu- 
able as a mental exercise, and that, though importance 
may attacb to a skillful disposition of forces in the 
beginning of an engagement, yet, in view of the rapid- 
ity with which vessels would be disabled by the 
tremendous means of offense antagonized and 
the inability to see or obey signals amid the 
confusion and obstructing smoke, it is evident 
that such an engagement must presently become a pell- 
mell scrimmage. Such a war, or one such battle, 
would prove what has long been the apprehension of 
intelligent officers, that the war ship of our day bas 
become far too complicated for the people who may be 
called upon to work her, and that a balance of advan- 
tage, unsuspected by many, rests with the vessel 
which has comparative simplicity, even though it be 
concomitant with a greater apparent exposure of life 
and a lower and reduced power of offense.”

HOW.BRILL TREATS HIS FRIENDS, 


A CLIENT AND VIOTIM RELATES HIS EXPERI- 
ENCES, 
To the Baditor of the New-York Times: 

I wish to add my tribute to the many 
which have been made tothe worth and bonor 
of the Hon. D. B. Hill: 

Tn 1879 I came to Denver, Col. Previous to that 
time I resided in Elmira, N. Y., where I owned 
the Park Hotel and other property. Mr. Hill 
had been my lawyer for 20 years, and in 1878 he 
loaned me $3,000, for which I paid him 10 per 
cent. interest. 1 signed over to him property 
worth ten times the value of the loan. I came 
West to raise the money with which to pay my 
debt to him. Before I left—in the evening—just 
before train time, he sent Recorder Muller to me 
with a blank document, written upon, but with 
spaces left unfilled. Recorder Muller told me to 
sign that paper. Iasked him why he Jeft those 
spaces. He said, ‘‘ Why, don’t you trust the 
Hon. D. B. Hill, your friend and attorney for so 
mapy years ?” 

I was so shocked by the question that I signed 
the paper at orice, but not feeling satisfied I 
sent my son-in-law, Mr. H. M. Bernard, to ask 
why the document had been drawn in that way. 


I left for the West that night, and Mr. Bernard 
went to Mr. Hill the next morning, and later 
wrote to me that Mr. Hill said “it was all right, 
it was to keep me safe from my creditors.” 

A few days after, Mr. Hill got my mother, an 
old iady, 78 years of age, to go to a dark room 
in his office. My mother could not read or 
write a word of Engiish, and he asked her to 
signa paper. She asked him: ‘“ Mr. Hill, is this 
paper all right to sign?’ You know my son is 
not here, and he always told me that you were 
his best friend.” Mr. Hillanswered her: ‘It is 
all right, Mrs. Schwenke; you know meand you 
can trust me the same as your son.”’ After this, 
one cold, wintry night, only a few days later, 
they came to the Park Hotel, where my mother 
stopped in my absence, and ordered the old lady, 
with the family, out of the house. They took 
their clothing and little things fromthem. They 
took them from the supper table and turned 
them out upon the street. The Purk Hotel was 
imal and my mother was taking charge 
of it. 

The family then went to the Gothic Building, 
other property of mine, and Mr. Hill followed 
them and plundered them there, and the old 
Pred and the family were obliged to sleep on the 
ioor. 

Here is another little circumstance: Just about 
the time of my departure from Elmira 1 gave 
the firm of Hill a mortgage upon $1,000 worth of 
liquor, This, he said, was to protect me from 
my creditors, although I had only a few credit- 
ors and only owed them a small amount. I gave 
him the mortgage, but he never paid me any 
money for it. Soon afterl came West Mr. Hill 
had the cheek to order a barrel of the liquor 
sent to his house. Mr. Bernard telegraphed the 
fact to me here at Denver, and I ordered Mr. 
Bernard to dispose of the liquor at once. He 
did so, in order that none of the liquor should 
eo the “sharky” handsof the Hon. D. B. 

ill. 

Atter all this my mother, Mrs. Schwenke, went 
to Jeremiah Maguire, an attorney, for advice. 
Mr. Maguire called upon Mr. Hill to inquire 
about the matter, and Mr. Hill said: ‘‘ If they’ve 
got any money they can fight it.’ 

All of these facts Iam willing to swear to and 
can produce witnesses to prove the facts.

The Republican ratification meeting in 
Madison-Square Garden last night was 
large and enthusiastic, too much so, indeed, 
if the object of it was a sober considera- 
tion of questions and issues involved in 
the canvass. As ademonstration of party 
feeling it seems to have been eminently 
successful, but as an occasion for listen- 
ing to argument and appeal it might 
as well not have been held. It was 
especially noteworthy, however, as a 
hearty reunion of the party,  thor- 
oughly united by the character given 
to the canvass by the nominations made 
last month. Effective speeches were out 
of the question under the conditions of 
the meeting, and it seemed to matter lit- 
tle what was said. The speakers could 
not refrain, of course, from claiming all 
the virtues for the party and attributing 
all the iniquities to its opponents; but 
they had the grace to admit that the Presi- 
dent was trying to do his duty, though 
they claimed that he would be baffled 
by the wicked party that was behind him. 
That is a question for that party to settle. 
The references to the suppression of votes 
in the South were temperate, and there 
was the usual absence of any suggestion 
of a practical remedy for the evil. About 
the best that can be said of the meeting 
is that it probably did no harm.

REASONS FOR REGISTERING. 


To-day the last opportunity will be pre- 
sented tothe legal voters of this city to 
qualify themselves for the exercise of 
their right of suffrage at the coming elec- 
tion by having their names placed upon 
the registry books. It is desirable for 
many reasons that there should be a full 
registration and a full vote. It is very 
certain that the class of voters who are 
controlled by political leaders and man- 
agers, and who are used by them simply 
to promote their purposes, whether in 
giving effect to corrupt deals and bargains 
or in supporting unworthy candidates 
who will make the public interests sec- 
ondary to partisan ends, will be registered 
to their full strength. This makes it es- 
pecially important that citizens who ex- 
ercise an independent judgment and aim 
by their votes to promote the best inter- 
ests of the city and State should prepare 
themselves for the exercise of the power 
which they possess. Apathy and indif- 
ference and neglect to qualify themselves 
for voting may have a serious effect upon 
interests which all intelligent and upright 
citizens have at heart. 

The Republicans of the State have in 
their nominations accepted the guidance 
of the best influences prevailing in the 
party and restored its progressive tenden- 
cies. They have brought their best men 
to the front and asked for a renewal of 
confidence on the guarantee afforded by 
their character. The election is to decide 
whether this course is to have the encour- 
agement of the people. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, as 
represented in their State Convention, 
have abandoned the ground on which 
they gained so much strength last year, 
and entered upon a reactionary course. 
They have turned their backs upon the 
policy of political and administrative re- 
form and reverted to the doctrine that 
the purpose of a party is to secure office 
and patronage for distribution among 
its workers and to use the public 
service as & means of maintaining 
party power. They have accepted the 
domination of Tammany as representing 
the methods and aims of the party. Their 
candidates represent a tendency which 
has heretofore destroyed public confidence 
in the Democratic Party—a tendency 
directly opposed to that which led to its 
elevation to power a year ago, and one 
which is calculated, if persisted in, to 
overthrow its power again. The election 
is to decide whether that tendency is to 
be sustained and encouraged by the 
people. 

Good men of both parties are interested 
in the elevation and improvement of po- 
litical methods, and in compelling party 


Democratic Party or by the Repub- | organizations to recognize the interests of 





the people as the object of political activ- 
ity. Good tendencies must be sustained 
and bad ones checked if parties Are to be 
used as efficient means to desirable ends 
instead of being blindly accepted as ends 
in themselves. The cause of progress is 
higher than the fate of parties. The 
tendency that has been established at the 
capital of the Nation can be strengthened 
better by rebuking the influences that are 
hostile to it than by giving them support, 
all the more when they assert themselves 
in the party on which the National Ad- 
ministration is mainly dependent. 

The cause of reform in local adminis- 
tration is involved in this election, and it 
can be best promoted by securing the de- 
feat of every bad nomination and aiding 
to destroy the practice of selecting candi- 
dates who will be subservient to faction 
rather than devoted to the service of the 
public. The cause of? improvement in 
legislation is at stake. The elevation of 
the character of the judiciary is involved 
in the contest. The interests of the 
people will be affected in many ways for 
better or for worse by the result of the 
election. The duties of the voter after 
the nominations have been made may 
be discharged in a few minutes and with 
little trouble, but their effect may be far- 
reaching and important. No citizen who 
neglects these duties can excuse himself 
for his share in the consequences if they 
are not what he desires. 











VINCENT AND SPRINGER. 

Attorney-General GARLAND has _ been 
talking to a reporter of the Washington 
Post about the brief but eventful career 
of WILLIAM A. VINCENT upon the Bench 
in New-Mexico, and the causes of his re- 
moval from the office of Chief-Justice in 
that Territory. Some of his remarks re- 
late tothe energy and perseverance with 
which Mr. Viycent’s friends urged the 
President to give him the place. ‘‘ The 
recommendations,” said Mr. GARLAND, 
“‘ were overwhelming; the pressure for 
his appointment was practically irresisti- 
ble.” The most prominent and active of 
the young man’s supporters appears to 
have been the Hon. WILLIAM M. SPRINGER, 
Representative in Congress from the Thir- 
teenth District of lilinois. Mr. GarLanpD 
told the Post's reporter that Mr. SPRINGER 
“almost cried for the appointment.” 

The Illinois Representative was annoyed 
and greatly displeased by the suspension 
of his young friend. He sent protests to 
Washington. It is understood that he 
tried to defend VINCENT and to show that 
in no respect had the new Chief-Justice 
deserved censure. But his appeals were 
ineffective. The President had decided 
that VINCENT must go. 

The arguments by which Mr. SPRINGER 
attempted to convince the President and 
Mr. GARLAND that Judge Vincent had 
been guilty of no impropriety in appoint- 
ing STEPHEN W. Dorsey to be a Commis- 
sioner of Jurors have not been made pub- 
lic, but it may be that their drift is indi- 
cated in a dispatch from Springfield, 
iL, published in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. Springfield is the home of 
Mr. SPRINGER, and also the home of 
Dr. VINCENT, Judge VINCENT’s father. 
In that dispatch we find the following: 
‘« Dr. VINCENT said to-day that SPRINGER 
had told him Dorsry’s standing was ex- 
cellent in New-Mexico, ‘as good as yours 
or mine here, doctor,’ Mr. SPRINGER 
said, ‘and in appointing him Judge VInN- 
CENT evidently designed to bring a man 
of property and standing to the perform- 
ance of an important part in the suppres- 
sion of crime in the Territory.’” 

Mr. SPRINGER was the Chairman of a 
committee that investigated the star 
route frauds and the legal proceedings 
against the star route defendants, in the 
last Congress. Hisreport upon the results 
of that investigation, and those passages in 
a volume of 972 pages of evidence which 
show what was his share of the work of 
inquiry, prove that he became thoroughly 
acquainted with the history of star route 
rascality and with the operations of star 
route rascals. 

In view of the statements contained in 
his report, we do not see how the people 
of New-Mexico can regard his remarks to 
Dr. VINCENT as complimentary to their 
Territory and the condition of society 
therein. 











THE ARMY AND THE INDIANS. 


It is to be hoped the report is well 
founded which attributes to the President 
the intention of recommending a change 
in the method of supplying the Indians. 
That the present method is unsatisfactory 
nobody pretends to dispute. Few people 
believe that the Indians receive the sup- 
plies that are bought, or at least paid for, 
on their account, while the Indian wars 
are a sufficiently emphatic expression of 
Indian opinion on the subject. 

It is reported that the President has ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the purchase 
and distribution of supplies should be con- 
ducted by means of the army. This has 
long been the opinion of all disinterested 
persons who have paid any attention to 
the subject.. In the first place, it is absurd 
to create and conduct an organization for 
the purpose of doing work which an or- 
ganization already in existence is perfectly 
capable of doing. Thearmy is necessarily 
the police of the Indian country, and the 
army itself must be supplied and must 
have an organization for the distribution 
of its own supplies. This organization 
works very well, while the special organ- 
izatign for the supply of the Indians works 
very badly. Near every reservation of 
Indians concerning whose friendliness any 
doubt is entertained a military post must 
be established. The post is supplied 
through the Quartermaster’s department 
of the army, while the reservation is sup- 
plied through the Indian Bureau. If the 
latter work also were put upon the army 
there would be needed simply an addi- 
tional force of clerks and a special set of 
accounts, the machinery for the purpose 
of purchasing, transporting, and deliver- 
ing supplies being already at hand. That 
the work would be done more systematic- 
ally, if not more honestly, and would 
therefore be done more economically, is 
entirely evident. 

This consideration, though important, is 
less important than the consideration 
which ought to be controlling. The army 
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has now nothing to do with Indian wars 
except to fight them. The wars are 
brought on by settlers or by Indian 
agents, and the brunt of them is borne by 
the army, while the settlers, unless they 
happen to be surprised and murdered, and 
the officials keep out of harm’s way. It 
is of the first importance that Indian 
wars should be fought only in case of 
absolute necessity, and the representa- 
tives of the Government should be men 
whose interests lie in preserving peace. 
This is far from being the case with the 
civil officials, but it would be the case 
with the army. If Indian affairs were 
turned over to the control of the army 
t would bring the happy state of things 
desired by the soldier’s sweetheart ina 
once popular song, when ‘those who 
make the quarrel are the only ones to 
fight.” An Indian war is necessarily an 
object of aversion and disgust to those 
who have to fight it It is full of 
hardship, privation, and peril, without 
any of the compensations that attend 
civilized warfare. No credit is attached 
by the public to service in an Indian war, 
and the chances of promotion in the army 
are not appreciably increased by it. Yet 
the army can do nothing to preserve the 
peace. After the civilians have picked 
the quarrel the army must settle it, and 
after peace is restored it is again put at 
the mercy of those who do not share the 
horrors of war. The transfer of the In- 
dian question to the army, in so far as 
such a transfer can be managed, is dictated 
by common sense. That so obvious an 
expedient has not yet been tried in all the 
experimentation with the Indian question 
is due to the influence at Washington of 
the officials interested in maintaining the 
present state of things. The President, 
however, has shown that he is not subject 
to the influence of these people, and the 
conclusion to which he has come is what 
any sensible and patriotic man might be 
expected to arrive at when he had begun 
to study the Indian question from the 
long-neglected point of view of the public 
interest. 





RECONSTRUCTING COLOMBIA, 


The address which President NUNEZ re- 
cently issued to the people of Colombia, 
while cheery in its congratulations upon 
the return of peace, indicates that a task 
now awaits the Government hardly less 
grave and formidable than the one of sup- 
pressing the rebellion. This is the task 
described as ‘‘ preparing the establishment 
of an altered constitutional regimen.” It 
is a task more sweeping than the one 
which our country had to perform 
twenty years ago, because the Southern 
States then alone required reconstruction, 
whereas Colombia, after her civil war, 
is obliged to make changes throughout 
her orgavic law. President NuNez refers 
not only to the prolonged rebellion in 
Magdalena and Panama, but to dis- 
loyalty among officials of Antioquia, 
Bolivar, Boyaca, and Tolima, Even San- 
tander was for a time harassed by in- 
surgents, although the established au- 
thority succeeded in maintaining itself. 
There are but nine States in the union, 
and Cauca and,Cundinamarca remain the 
only two not referred to by President 
NouNez as virtually deprived for a time of 
their full governmentalsway. Butin Cun- 
dinamarca also rebel forces appeared, and 
Cauca was the scene of arevolt when 
its troops were sent to quell the insurrec- 
tion in Panama. The rebellion then was 
more widespread than was at first ac- 
knowledged, and reached with greater or 
less strength every State in the republic. 
The Government was fortunate in repress- 
ing a movement so formidable. 





The extent of the defection apparently 
indicated evils in the fundamental struct- 
ure of the republic, and the participation 
of some able and reputable men in it also 
pointed to the necessity of reform. When 
the intervention of our naval forces on 
the isthmus was followed by the downfall 
of the rebellion in Panama, that in turn 
by the abandonment of the siege of Car- 
tagena, and that, after the combats of 
Tamalameque and Calamar, by the sur- 
render of Gen. CAMARGO at Bucaramanga, 
it was feared that without a thorough 
process of political rehabilitation anarchy 
might return. When Dr. NUNEZ says that 
‘it has become indispensable to promote a 
reunion of the governments of the States’’ 
and to “reconstruct the shattered elements 
of the union” he depicts a somewhat cha- 
otic condition of Colombian politics. 

Indeed, the election which should have 
been held recently for the President of 
the Union and for members of Congress 
was passed by, so that what NuN«£z calls 
‘‘a constitutional interregnum” results. 
It will be remarkable self-denial if those 
having authority in no respect misuse it 
at this crisis The present Constitution 
dates from 1863, and recent events have 
shown it to be no longer adequate to the 
needs of the country. The dispute has 
been less as to the need of reform than 
as to its extent and the modes of 
complishing it. NuNrz, who has fig- 
ured prominently in Colombian politics 
for thirty years, was elected to tho 
Presidency in 1880, and is admitted to 
be well versed in the theory of govern- 
ment, while some of his political affili- 
ations have been the subject of severe 
criticism. His expressed purpose of 
‘“‘undertaking the necessary task of for- 
mulating the popular will for reform into 
written institutions” must create some 
interest as to what he is about todo, To 
add to the difficulties of the situation, the 
public treasury is always practically 
empty, the revenues scarcely covering 
the expenditures, while the public debt 
has only in part paid its interest during 
half a dozen years. 

The result of the constitutional strug- 
gles now at hand in Colombia cannot fail 
to be of interest to our own country, not 
only because the intervention of our navy 
influenced the issue of the late insur- 
rection, and not only because Colombia 
holds within her territory the important 
isthmus across which a great interoceanic 
canalis now constructing, but also be- 
cause her permanent commercial relations 
are important tous. Colombia claims to 
rank third among the South American 
customers of the United States, and dur- 
ing the late civil war business was almost 
ruined. We have reason to desire that 
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peace may be followed by wise and har- 
monious political reform and a revival 
of commercial prosperity. s 

The singular muddle in which the 
Eastern question has plunged Southeast- 
ern Europe makes it especially desirable 
that the United States should have a com- 
petent diplomatic representative at the 
scene of action. The Government needs 
to be accurately informed of the progress 
of events, not so much in order to take 
action as to keep itself out of affairs 
which do not concern it, and to pro- 
tect any rights and _ interests. of 
American citizens that may be or 
become involved. At present the 
State Department can scarcely have 
any better information on the subject 
than the press makes accessible to every- 
body. Itis rather odd that the most im- 
portant of recent contributions to our 
knowledge made from an American 
point of view should be the work of 
a man who until lately was the Ameri- 
can Minister to the countries the politics 
of which have now become of the first im- 
portance to Europe and of a high degree 
of importance to ourselves. We refer, of 
course, to Mr. EUGENE SCHUYLER’S .paper 
on ‘‘United Bulgaria” in the North 
American Review. Mr. SCHUYLER is one 
of the very few trained and experienced 
diplomatists at the command of our Gov- 
ernment, and there is no branch of the 
public service in which experience counts 
for more than in diplomacy. It seems a 
pity that the special knowledge of such a 
diplomatist should not be made more di- 
rectly useful to his country than it can 
be made in the-composition of magazine 
articles.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

Tho representation of ‘‘ La Mascotte” at 
Wallack’s Theatre last evening attracted a more 
numerous assemblage than Mme. Judic’s per- 
formances have brought together since the 
night of the lady’s début in this city. The in- 
creased attendance may be ascribed, no doubt, 
to the fact that “La Mascotte’ is the 
only piece in which Mme. Judic has thus 
far appeared that is familiar to English-speak- 
ing playgoers,.and also to the greater 
attractiveness of an operetta for people who do 
not understand the language in which the per- 
formers express themselves. The rendering of 
Audran’s well known work, however, though 
satisfactory, was in no way remarkable. Per- 
sons that have seen Mme.

Judic 
does everything with delightful naturalness and 


finish has been repeated in these columns 
again and again, and her Cyprienne and Bettina 
are both to be referred to as commendable 
efforts. But neither character fits the artist as 
does Nitouche, or Lili, or Niniche; and while we 
question if Mme. Judic ever ventured to appear 
in Parisin ‘La Mascotte,” it is conceded that 
her portrayal of the heroine of ** Divorcons’— 
which comedy was written for and originally 
acted by Mme. Chaumont—was not received 
with favor by Parisian critics and amusement 
gkeekers. Still, as we have observed already, 
Mme. Judic in:parts to everything she attempts 
& personal charm and a delicacy of method that 
are quite irresistible, and her delineation of 
Bettina yesterday diffused no little pleasure. 
The artist invested the personage, of course, 
with the proper attributes of rusticity, and 
never lapsed into extravaganza. She sang the 
music, too, with delightful expressiveness 
and a good quality of tone, and her phras- 
ing was all that could be = asked. What 
her performance Jacked was originality and 
sparkle. The general representation was only 
assable.

THALIA THEATRE. 

“The Rape of the Sabines,” a four-act 
farcica! comedy from the pen of Franz 
and Paul von Schinthau, was acted at the 
Thalia Theatre last evening in presence of an 
audience’ that crowded the house to 
overflowing. “The Rape of the Sabines,” 
which bas been done on the English 
stage under the title of “A Night Off,” 
had a prolonged run when it was originaily 
produced in Borlin. The German version, 
as well as the English, is full of bustle, 
its personages are happily drawn as_ to 
naturalness and detail, and its dialogue is bright 
and sharp. Last evening Herr August Wal- 
ter’s Professor Gollwitz was a capital bit 
of character-acting that never once descend- 
ed to clowpery, and was pervaded, more- 
over, by a delicate vein of sentiment that 
heightened the effect of its comic element. 
Herr Hitzizrath, Frau Schmitz, FrHulein Schulz, 
and Friiulein Becker were also efficient repre- 
sentatives of the personages allotted to them. 
But the loudest hilarity of the evening was

CAVOUR’S FATHER CONFESSOR. 
Naples Letter to the London Datly News. 

The other day there died at Turin Padre 
Giacomo, the confessor of Count Cavour. It 
was to Padre Giacomo that Cavour addressed 
his dying words, ‘“*Father,a tree Church ina 
free State.” The Father confessor acquainted 
the Count with all cases of distress that came 
within his knowledge and was sure of prompt 
assistance, for the Count was always full of 
solicitude for the suffering classes. In 1855, after 
the promulgation of the law for abolishing the 
convents, Count Cavour sent for his confessor 
and saidto him: ‘*Father, do not torget that 
you must be near me whenT die.” When tho 
Count fell illin June, 1861, Padre Giacomo was 
sent for for the last time, and remained with the 
Count till the end. The Vatican was greatly m- 
dignant that the priest should have dared to as- 
sist ;the excommunicated Count, and Padre 
Giacomo was summoned to Rome, and had it not 
heen fomthe good offices of Baron Ricasol1, then 
President otf the Council, would probably have 
been imprisoned in a cell of the Sacred Inquisi- 
tion. Pius 1X. reproached him severely for 
having granted absolution to Cavour, but Padre 
Giacomo replied: ‘Oh, Holy Father, I pray God 
that all persons who call me to their deathbeds 
may be gnimated with such good and religions 
sentiments as those felt by Count Cavour.” 
Padre Giacomo, though not imprisoned, wus do- 
prived of his parisn of the Madonaa dei Ancele, 
and died poor.

SOUTH AMERICAN TOPICS. 


THE REBELS IN PERU AND THE NITRATI’ 
WORKS IN CHILI. 


PANAMA, Oct. 15.—Startling news may 
be looked for from Peru at any momentof s 
decisive battle between the rebel Caceres and 
his followers and the Government forces. The 
expedition sent out has already advanced toward 
the rebels, and an encounter isinevitable unless 
Caceres, feeling his weakness, should decline tc 
stake his fortunes on a pitched battle and retire 
to the interior, drawing the enemy further from 
its base and where he may attack in detail. A 
defeat suffered by the Government would probe. 
ably be fatal to its existence, since it 1s acknowL- 
edged that its resources are not sufficient to or- 
sauize another expedition of the magnitude of 
that now in the field,and shouid Caceres be 
badly worsted in the encounter he would not be 
able to keep the remnants of his forces tegether, 
The prevailing condition of things has a most 
depressing effect on commerce, which is at the 
lowest ebb in the history of Peru. 

During 1884 six nitrate works in Chili were de- 
livered to private firms under the provisions of 
the supreme decree of March, 1882. There still 
remain in possession of the Governments! works 
and some unworked nitrate beds. The produc- 
tion of nitrate in 1884 amounted to 4,925,574 
metric quintals, 251,521 quintals less than in 1882, 
The total quantity of todine exported in 1884 
was 218,194 kilograms of the value of $2,181,947, 
being 2,730 kilograms less than in 1883. 

The debt of Chili for the construction of rail- 
ways is $24,870,000. In 1883 these railways earned 
n revenue of $6,516,049 on a capital of originally 
less than $60,000,000, and which is now reduced 
to $22,450,000. The railways of the Argentine 
Republic are on the average earning an annuat 
dividend of 6% per cent.

STATISTICS OF WRITING MATERIALS. 
Fromthe London Times. 

At a recent meeting of the Académie 
des Sciences, M. de Bouturel read a very inter- 
esting essay upon “Paper and the industries 
connected with it,’’ inthe course of which he 
quoted some remarkable stutistics as to the 
rapid increase in the quantity of pens, paper, 
pencils, &c., which are manufactured in Europe 


and the United States alone. M. de Boutarel 
says that the manufacture of paper alone, which, 
at the beginning of the century, was practically 
nil in the United States, now amounts to 
500,000 tons per annum, and that it is 
just double this figure in Europe, the value of 
the straw, rags, and other materials used in the 
minanufacture of the paper being about £20,000,- 
000. M. de Boutarel estimates the vaiue of these 
3,500,000 tons of paper when manufactured at 
£40,000,000; the note paper being calculated at 
120,000 tons, worth £6,400,000. M. de Boutare! es- 
timates the value ot the steel pens manufactured 
annually at £800,000, while the number of helio« 
ps plates may be safely estimated at 3,000,000— 
30 Paris houses alone turning out 900,000. M. de 
Boutarel gives the number of lead pencils made 
every year, and though some of his figures can 
only be conjectural, they no doubt represent 
very fairly the enormous capital employed in 
these industries.

SOME ADDITIONAL STATEMENTS 
AS TO THEIR RELATIONS. 
WHAT GEN. SHERMAN, GEN. BUTLER, EX- 
SENATOR HENDERSON AND OTHERS SAY 

ON THE SUBJECT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—The following 
statements concerning !the reiations betweer 
Gen. Grant and Andrew Johnson wil) appear in 
the memorial volume of the life and deeds of 
Gen, Grant which Col. Frank A. Burr is about 
to publish: 

“it would appear that Gen. Grant’s interest in 
Mexican affairs kept coming back to plague him dur- 
ing all the boisterous times.of Johnson's Aduministra- 
tion. Gen. Sbermanand Admiral Ammen both teil a 
wost interesting story. Admiral Ammen takes up 
the narrative by rip rng h “While | was still the guest 
of Gen. Grant, at his own house, Gen. Sherman up- 
peared one morning before breakfast, when Gen. 
Grant, with a twinkle in his eye, asked: “* What are 
rou doing here, Sherman? Do you know that under 
existing laws your leaving your station without my 
nuthoritv subjects youto grave penaities? wae 
1epiied Sherman, “that is very true. but 1 have come 
ou here upon a telegram from the President, and lave 
called to see you to find.out whatisin the wind.” IT 

sver inauired of either party the status which 
seemed to me to be explained by subsequent events, 

“Gen. Sherman now, in speaking to me of this inci- 
Gent, says: *I recall very clearly being calledto Wash- 
ington by atelegram from President Jolinson during 
his troubles with Congress. My headquarters were 
then at St. Louis, but 1 was down in New-Mexico 
among the Indians. I did not know what was going 
on, but leame to Washington as rapid:y as possible 
and immediutely went to Gen. Grani’s house to find 
out. When we were together I asked him what was 
up. His reply was that he did not know, but that there 
wus something going on. He said that there was a 
disposition in the Cavinet to get rid of him. The 
proposition had been made to send him to Mex- 
ieo, but he had determined not to go Hie 
paid he would stand a court-martial first. le 
then told me that Mr. Seward formulated some 
port of a paper, which had becn read and agreed upon 
nt a recent Cabinet meeting. He remarked that he 
had said at the time that he was not in the habit of re- 
ceiving orders from the Secretary of stave, whereupon 
they had said that that could de very easily remedied: 
that it could be made to read as an order from the 
Secretary of War. Gen. Grant then urged that it was 
a diplomatic mission, and one on which he could not 
be sent underthe law. Hesaid that if they wanted 
tosendthe army down there, with him atthe head, 
that wasa very different thing. but that he could not 
be ordered by the Secretary of War upon any diplo- 
matic mission whatever.’ After this explanation | 
said to him: ‘ Well, what do they want of me?’ ‘ido 
not know,’ was his reply. 

“After this conversation I went over immediately 
and called upon the President, without visiting Secre- 
tary Stanton or any other of the Cabinet oflicers. ‘he 
President told me frankly that they were goin to send 
Lew Campbell as Minister to Mexico, accredited to the 
Juarez Government, and that it was thought best to 
send Gen. Grant aiong with him; that his high position 
and his known friendship for Mexico would give this 
act high standing and place our Minister in acom- 
manding position with the Government to which he 
Was accredited. 1 asked where Juarez was. The 
answer came that he wus either at Il Paso or near 
Monterey. | then said: “Mr. Presiaent, why do you 
want to send Gen. Grant upon this service?’ 

** Well,’ said the President, ‘he has a great reputa- 
tion there as wel! as here, and will properly introduce 
our representative.’ , 

“J snid: ‘Mr. President, this is a diplomatic mission, 
and Gen. Grant will not goupon it. He will disobey 
the order if it is issued.’ 

“The President seemed very much surprised, and 
said that he had very great rezard tur Gen. Grant and 
would not liketodo anything that was distasteful to 
him, yet he thought it would be to the interest of the 
Government if he would go cown with Mr. Campbell 
and present him to the Juarez Government. After 
some further conversation | replied: 

"Well, Gen. Hancock's command extends to Fl 
Paso, and Gen. Sheridan's south of that to the Gulf. 
Fither of them would escort our Minister to Mexico 
to his proper destination and present him to the Gov- 
erhment to which he is accredited. But if it would re- 
lieve the Executive of any embarrassment, my com- 
<3 includes both of theirs, and 1 wiligo down my- 
self.’ 

“* Very wull. If you will go, that settles it,’ said the 
President, ‘and it will be just as we'll.’ 

“He asked meto call upon the Secretary of the 
Navy, which I did, and tive day Ister took the steamer 
for the Guif. Thus was the difficulty, so far as Gen. 
Grant was concerned, bridged over, and he was kept 
from an open rupture with the Execucive. My opin- 
ion is, they desired to get rid of him, and keep him 
from being a candidate for the Presidency. What they 
wanted of me in case Gen. Grant was sent out of the 
country [ do not know. ‘Tbe discussion between Presi- 
dent Johnson and myself never got that far.”* 


In relation to the belligerent side of President 
Jonunson’s acts about this time and the organiza- 
tion of a force to sustain him in an open rupt- 
ure with Congress, of which Gea. Horace Porter 
speaks, Mr. Burr continues: 

“Gen. Grant’s differences with Andrew Johnson were 
rontinuous, without an open contilict, during all of his 
term as President. As the difficulties between Grant 
and the President grew Gen. Grant was informed that 
an arrangement was being made in Maryland for an 
organization of a force to support the President in 
case there was an open rupture between himseif 
and Congress. He directed the officer com- 
manding in Washington at the time to send 
a trusted officer into Maryland to ascertain the 
strength of the force. and what was being done inthe 
way ot arming and drilling it. It wasthe duty of the 
first officer sent to only report as to the strength of 
the force, and he performed that duty; and his present 
recollection 1s that the militia force of the State did 
not exceed 5,0uv. After this officer had reported 
upon the strength and location, another officer wus 
dispatched, who reported upon its operations, how it 
was handled, &c. Both of the officers are still living 
who were sent upon this guty. Only a day or so after 
the report of the last officer upon this subject, tov. 
Yom swan, of gens ow made # requisition for all the 
field artillery to which the State was entitled. ‘This 
requisition Gen. Grant plgeon-holed, and remarked to 
a friend, an officer of high standing, and who was sit- 
ting near: *l havex mindto write to the Governor 
of Maryland, and notify him that lam fully aware of 
what is going on, and intend to keép my eye upon it.’ 
After a moment’s thought he said: ‘No: 1 thinkI 
had better keep still.’ 

“Only a day or two after this President Johnson 
came over to his office and spent an hour talking about 
commonplace matters, but just before he started to go 
he turned to Gen. Grant and said: *‘ General, 1 am very 
anxious to know, in case there shou!d be an open rupt- 
ure between myself and Congress, with which side 
you will be found.’ 

“<That will depend,’ said the General with some 
earnestness, ‘upon which is the revolutionary party.’ 

“While all this was transpiring Gen. Grant was 
made aware of the fact that in the city of Washington 
there was an organization of 8,000 veteran soldiers, 
under the command of a Major-General, who is still 
living, and is one of the most conspicuous volunteer 
officer of the late war. This organization was weil 
officered, and ready to be armed at the decia- 
ration of hostilities between the President and 
Congress. Mr. Stanton was the master spirit 
of the organization, and its purpose was to be ready to 
meet any emergency that might arise. The President 
was Commander-in-Chief of the army. and neither 
side was able to find out what Gen. Grant would do in 
nun emergency, whether he grould obey Congress or 
the President. So each side had its little hostile force 
prepared for the clash, and Gen. Grant. fully aware of 
this state of things, stood betweenthe twv like an im- 
yassable barrier, warning both sides to keep the peace. 
Te was well known that about the time President John- 
son asked Gen. Grant the important question above de- 
scribed confidential letters were sent by the Secretary 
of the Navy to leading naval officers, several of whom 
are still living. ‘I'he letters asked for much the same 
information.” 


Boston, Oct. 23.—Gen. Butler was asked 
to-day by a Globe reporter why, if it is true that 
Andrew Johnson desired to revolutionize the 
Government, as charged, it was not brought 
out in the impeachment trial. 

In reply Gen. Butler said: “There would be 
many reasons why that matter could not have 
been brought into the impeachment trial, be- 
cause there was no charge, no article of im- 
peachment which charged Johnson with that 
offense, and such evidence would have been in- 
competent, I, for one,;am not in the 
habit of offering incompetent evidence in 
a trial. But I suppose what you want 
to know is why it did not ap- 
pear in the impeachment proceedings, eitner 
in the House, when the impeachment Was dis- 
cussed, or when the articles were prepared. Sim- 
ply because there was no legal and proper evi- 
dence by which it could have been proved, 
known tothe public or to members of the House 
at that time. Gen. Grant, it he had been ap- 
proached by his Commander-in-Chief with any 
proposition, in the confidence that must exist 
between officers in regard to military move- 
ments, could not disclose it. Atany rate he did 
not until long after Jobnson’s death. 

“There was another project of President 
Jobnson’s as to revolutionizing the Govern- 
ment, some of the details of which were partly 
known at the time, but whith could not be 
proved, which had not taken the form of action, 
nnd which were not brought into the impeach- 
ment proceedings. I, myself, bad some very 
strong moral evidence upon two guestions, 
which 1did not care to make known to the 
public, in the impeachment proceedings, but 
one of which I investigated secretly as Chair- 
man of the committee for that purpose, and 
while there were disclosed to me very damaging 
facts, under the circumstances they were not 80 
conclusive that I deemed it proper to exhibit an 
article of impeachment against the President of 
the United States in that behalf. I still retain 
some of the instruments of evidence that 
strongly tendto support my belief. 

** The other proposition of Mr. Johnson to con- 
trol the Government, differing from that of 
Gen. Grant’sin the measures to be taken, but 
not in the end to be reached, it now seems to me 
for the first time must have been made after 
Gen. Grant had refused to accede to Johnson’s 
pesmenee, and, knowing now what had 

een said to Grant, it would seem to show 
that that proposition was entertained because of 
Grant’s refusal, and,while what was known to me 
in regard to it gave me strong belief, it was not 
in shape to be brought before the public. For, 
one dealing with the Chief Mayistrate ot his coun- 
try, even if he has strong belief that be has been 
guilty of wrong, should not make that charge 
unless that beiief is supported by fully compe- 
tent evidence.” 

Gen. Butler declined to state what facts, 
epee? or information he had in his possession. 

ie said they were his property, and he proposed 
to keep them to himseif until he advised himscif 
when they should see the light. ‘** Perhaps,"* he 
added, “ after I have ceased to see light.” 


Sr. Louts, Oct. 23.—Touching the ques- 
tion as to whether Gen. Grant did or did not 
favor the impeachment of President Johnson, 
as raised by the recent correspondence between 
Col. Grant and Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, the 
Globe- Democrat this morning prints the follow- 
ing statement made by Gen. John B. Henderson, 
who wasin the Senate at that time and was one 
of the very few Republicarc Senators who voted 
against the impeachment. Gen. Henderson was 
also an intimate friend of Gen. Grant, and had 
superior opportunities of knowing that gentie- 
man’s views at that time. The statement is as 
fellowe: ; 

“There were two separate and distinct movements 
to impeach Fresident Johnson. One was in the House 
in December, !867, immediately on the assembling of 
Congress, lt was based on theaction of thecommittee 
appointed during a special session of Congress in July, 
1567, to investigate and report whetber it was advisa- 
ble to impeach Mr. Johnson. I speak only by memory, 
but at least action was taken in December. and the pro- 
posed articles of impeachment were voted down by a 
very large majority. Gen. Grant was then acting as 
Becretary of Warand as a member of Mr. Johnson's 
Cabinet, and I have various reasons for stating that at 
pm time he was opposed to the impeachment of Mr. 

onnson, 
~ Gen. Grant had accepted the position of Secretary 





of War tn the preceding August on the suspension of 
Edwin M. Stanton by the esident under the pro- 
visions of the Tenure of Office act. ‘That act provided 
that in cases where the President suspended an officer 
his reasons for the suspension and the name of the 
pro tem. appointment should be submitred to the 
senate. If the Senate approved the suspension tiie 
ola incambent stood removed. if the Senate refused 
to concur the new nomination fell and the old 
incumbent resumed his place. Witiun the re- 
quired time after the assembling of the 
Senxte in September, 1867, Mr. Johnson, in obedierce 
to the requirements of the Tenure of Office act, sub- 
mitted his reasons forthe suspension of Mr. Stanton 
to the Senate, which were referred to the appropriate 
committee, and, as I remember now without looking 
tothe records, that committee made an adverse re- 
port. Within a saort timeafter the reconvening of 
Congress the Senate proceeded in executive session, 
and, finally, late at night, came toa _ final vote sus- 
taining the report of the committee and overruling the 
President’s action in suspending Mr. Stanton. 

* Under the law this vote, ipse facto, reinstated Mr. 
Stanton and removed Gen. Grant. Next morning Mr. 
Stunion appexsred atthe War Office at an early hour, 
and before the arrival of Gen. Grant, and on the ar- 
rival of Gen. Grant Mr. Stanton informed him of the 
action of the Senate, and said that he was now again 
Secretary of War. Gen. Grant retired, and in a few 
days occurred the scene between Mr. Johnson and 
Gen. Grant in the Executive Mansion and in the pres- 
ence of all the Cabinet, except, possibly, Mr. reward. 
In that interview, it wil] beremembered, Mr. Johnson 
stated to Gen. Grant that he (Gen. Grant) had uccept- 
ed the portfolio of the War Department with the 
axyreement that, in case the Senate disrgreed with the 
action of the President in removing Mr. stanton he 
(Grant) would either bold the office and contest with 
Mr. Stanton the constitutionality of the Tenure of Of- 
tice act, or. in the event of his unwili/ineness to do so, 
he would give timeiy notice thereofto the President. 
in order that the latter might substitute the name of 
some other person who would contest the vulidity of 
the act in question with Mr. Stanton. 

“Mr. Johnson claimed that in his opinion theact was 
unconstitutional, and declared that he was led to believe 
that Gon. Grant concurred with him in such opinion. 
As to what wus said and done in that interview Gen. 
Grant and the President seriously differed, and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who were present were called upon 
to substantiate the President’s version. Up to that 
time | never knew or beard of anv serious misunder- 
standing between Grant and Mr. Johnson, and I sm 
satisfied that up to that period Gen, Grant was opposed 
to any action looking to the impeachment of Mr. 
Johnson. A shorttimeafter this difticulty, which, so 
far as T could understand, involved nothing but a ques- 
tion of veracity between the parties, lL cao state posi- 
tively that Ven. Grant became & warm and zealous ad- 
vocate of tmpeachment, and continuea so until the 
finn! vote onthesubject. 1 speak only from memory 
as to data, but the substantial facts are correct.” 

Gov. E. G. Ross, of New-Mexico, who was then 
in the United States Senate and voted against 
the impeachment, in reply toa telegraphic in- 
quiry says: 

“Gen. Grant was understood to oppose the impeach- 
ment of Andrew Johnson until near the beginning of 
histrialin the Senate, but to have favored it during 
the trial.” 

Lyman Trumbull, ex-Senator from Tilinois, 
when approached on the subject last night de- 
clined to discuss the mutter, and said he knew 
nothing about Gen. Grant's feelings respecting 
the impeachment of Johnson, except what was 
public record. He, however, entirely discredit- 
ed the interview with Gen. Grant as related by 
Mr. Depew. 
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MR. COON WILL STEP OUT. 
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RESIGNATION ALREADY SENT TO SEC- 
RETAKY MANNING. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Coon, when asked last evening at the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel as to the truth of statements to the’ 
effect that he bad been asked by Secretary Man- 
ning to tender his resignation, replied that such 
a request had been made of him, and that he 
had already resigned. ‘I perceive,” remarked 
Mr. Coon, ‘that the newspapers have an inkling 
of tbe situation from Washington sources, so I 
suppose I may as well speak. When the present 
Administration came into power 1 went to Mr. 
Manning and told him that 1 had no desire to 
embarrass him or President Cleveland in the 
conduct of the Treasury Department. I said 
that I was a Republican, always had been a Re- 
publican, and expected to remain one in the 
future. It might, therefore, be deemed best 
that I should resign my position in the Treasury. 
Ifso I was ready to tender it then and there. 

‘*Mr. Manning assured me that he was quite 
wellaware of my political belief, but that he 
had confidence in me and would like that I 
should remain—for the present, at least—in the 
department. My services, he said, were needed 
in its administration and he trusted that I would 
stay fora while longer. As to the future he 
might feel at some time compelled to ask for 
my resignation, but he trusted that it would 
not be very soon and that I would appreciate 
his position in the matter. Mr. Manning was 
entirely frank with me and our relations since 
then, 1 having concludec to remain in the depart- 
mert, have been of the pleasantest description 
imaginable. A fewdays ago,I then intending 
to take a week’s vacation, I was informed by 
Mr. Manning that the time had come when he 
felt it necessary to ask metoresign. I came on 
to New-York on Wednesday morning, and that 
evening I sent on my letter of resignation, to 
take effect when my successor shall be ap- 
pointed and quulified in my stead. That is the 
story in a nutshe!l.” 

“To what is Mr. Manning’s action due, Mr. 
Coon?” 

**Oh, it’s plain enough, I suppose. It’s doubt- 
less owing to the pressure which has been put 
upon him. He has been unabie to withstand the 
Bourbon howl for my scalp.” 

In reply to a question as to whether his re- 
moval would not be regarded as a check to civil 
service retorm, his case having heretofore been 
held up as a conspicuous example of the favor 
with which the movement was regarded by the 
present Administration, Mr. Coon laughed and 
said that that was not tor him tosay. ‘ The re- 
tort might be,” he added, “that civil service 
reform wili prosper better without me in office.” 

In further conversation Mr. Coon remarked 
that be had not meddled much with politics 
during his 21 years in the Treasury Department, 
and that he was not given the post of Assistant 
Secretary asa mark of political favor, but was 
promoted thereto from a subordinate position 
in the Treasury by Secretary Folger, under the 
Arthur Administration. He will return to 
Washington the first of next week. His present 
visit to New-York relates to private business. 

A THIEF SHOT DOWN. 

OmAHBA, Neb., Oct. 23.—Yesterday morn- 
ing Harrison Warner, living in Sarpy County, 
discovered two thieves attempting to steal sey- 
eral valuable horses from his stable. One thief 
ran into the woods. The other, who bad a Win- 
chester rifle, ran around the house. Old man 
Warner, who had come to the aid of bis son, 
fired at the last-mentioned thief, who thereupon 
ran into an outhouse, from which he fired and 
shattered the old man’s arm near the wrist. Two 
other sons pow came to the assistance of young 
Harrison, and the three fired numerous shots 
into the outhouse, which were as promptly re- 
sponded to by the thief. Finally, by a stealthy 
manceuvre they succeeded in setting tbe out- 
house on fire with a ball of cotton saturated 
with kerosene. The thief soon ran out, firing as 
he ran, but young Harrison shot him down with 
a musket, landing an ounce bull in his thigh. He 
has been turned over to the authorities.

TWO MEN KILLED IN A SEWER. 

SoutH BEnpD, Ind., Oct. 23.—A sewer ex- 
cavation 20 feet deep caved in yesterday, piling 
up a mass of dirt on top of the sewer opening 15 
feet deep in depth. Four masons—Thomas 
O’Brien, Charles Derok, and Johnand Matt Will- 
1ams, twins—were known to be at the bottom. In 
atew minutes Derok and John Williams maae 
theirescape through a manhole a square dis- 
tant, having had the presence of mind to dodge 
into the completed part of the sewer when the 
earth began caving. After four hours of steady 
digging by a large force of volunteers the bodies 
of the other two were recovered. The plank 
walls in coming together had crushed their 
bodies, breaking a numberof their bones, and 
it is probable that they suffered indescribable 
agony betore life became extinct.

EXPERT FORGERS CAUGHT 


connects 
FOUR SCOUNDRELS CAPTURED BY 
INSPECTOR BYRNES. 

MANY BANKS IN THE CITY VICTIMIZED— 
THEIR SKILLFUL METHODS —TWO OF 
THEM MAKE CONFESSIONS. 

The operations of adangerous and suc- 
cessful gang of expert forgers have been un- 
earthed through the exertions of Inspector 
Byrnes anda number of his detectives, who 
bave been engaged on thecase for upward of 
two months, and the principals are now in cus- 
tody. They are Charles Fisher, alias Fountain; 
Walter Pierce, alias Potter; Samuel Peters, alias 
** Mash Market Jake,’ a Philadelphia ‘* crook,” 
and Charles Denker, a German bookkeeper. 
The latter prepared ali the checks. Two months 
azo the Inspector learned that a forged check for 
$53 bad been paid at the Nassau Bank, where it 
had been presented by a District Messenger boy. 
This information reached the police through a 
disinterested person who had heard of it casu- 
ally. Detective Sergeants Richard O’Connor 
and Hickey soon ascertained that the Nassau 
Bank was not the only victim of the forgers. By 
obtaining descriptions of the persons who pre- 
sented the checks and incessantly watching the 
movements of ‘‘crooks’’ in this city the officers 
Giscovered that Fisher was the leader of tne 
gang ot forgers and that Pierce and Peters were 
his principal accomplices. In the course of their 
investigations the detectives learned that the 
Park National Bank had paid two torged checks 
for $430 and $360, respectively, purporting to be 
signed by E. Duncan Sniffen, the advertising 
agent. 

lt was finally determined to arrest the mem- 
bers of the gang and then obtain the evidence 
against them, but they disappeared from the 
city and did not return until this week. On last 
Wednesday night Fisher and Peters were arrest- 
ed in Bryant Park, Forty-second-street and 
Sixth-avenue, and they were taken to Police 
Headquarters and locked up._ Fisher, who was 
the brains of the gang, used Pierce and Peters 
to present the forged cnecks for payment. 
He would never appear at the bank if 
he could avoid it, nor would he allow 
his accomplices to know or to meet Denker, 
who prepared the checks. Neither of the 
prisoners would give the policeany information 
to assist in clearing up the case. Pierce, the 
third man in the conspiracy, was arrested on 
Thursday at his home, No. 86 West Washington- 
place, and was also tocked up at the Central 
Office. When confronted with a number of 
forged checks which had been passed by the 
gang he became communicative and made a 
statement to Inspector Byrnes which revealed 
the inner workings of the gang. 

Pierce said that he became acquainted with 
Fisher in June last. On the 29th of that 
month Fisher directed him to go to the 
rooms of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, in East Twenty-third-street, and 
call au messenger as though he were 
a member of the association. Fisher pave 
bim a torged check for $53 drawn on the Nassau 
Bank and purporting to be signed by F. Siebert, 
a dealer in giass signs and letters in Colleye- 
place. Pierce gave the check to the messenger 
boy to take to the bank. Fisher followed the 
boy down to the bank and waited outside to see 
thatit was all right. The boy drew the money 
and returned with it to Pierce, who in turn gave 
it to Fisher and got $10 for his share in the trans- 
action. On July 2 Fisher gave him a forged 
check for $450 on the Bank of New-York, bear- 
ine the signature of Leaycraft & Co., shipping 
merchants, of No. 142 Pearl-street. Pierce pre- 
sented the check at the bank. It was paid, and 
Fisher gave him $60. On July 6 he cashed a 
check for $350 on tbe same bank and purport- 
ing to be drawn by the same firm, receiving $50 
for his trouble. 

To enable them to produce forged checks that. 
would pass the scrutiny of the Paying Tellers at 
the banks, Fisher and Pierce were in the habit of 
ears small bills of goods at auction 

ouses and other business houses and then ask- 
ine for the firm’s check fora small amount in 
exchange for cash, under the pretense that they 
wanted to send the check toa relative by mail. 

The genuine check was used as a copy in pre- 

paring the bogus check und in copying the siz- 

nature. The current number of the firm’s 
checks was also obtained in this manner. Then 
the genuine check would be presented and 

cashed, and this would be quickly followed by a 

forged check. The blank checks were obtained 

by various pretenses from the lithograpners 
whose imprint was on the genuine checks, and 
they were taken down to a place in Vesey-street 
where the numbers were stamped on them. 

They also got canceled checks to work from, 

and stole them when they could not get them 

in any other way. 

On Sept. 5 Pierce was sent down to Vesey- 
street witha number of checks of Baltzer & 
Lichtenstein, bankers at No. 50 Exchange-place, 
to have the number stamped upon them. Later 
in the day he met Fisher in the park at Forty- 
second-street ana Sixth-avenue, and he was told 
that three of the Baitzer & Lichtenstein checks 
had been made out for $800, $500, and $250, and 
thatan accomplice named James Gayler had 
been arrested at the German-American Bank 
when he presented one of them. Gayler was 
arrested, indicted for forgery, and sentto Sing 
Sing Prison for seven years. He didn’t divulge 
who his confederates were. On the 18th inst. 
Fisher and Pierce went to Pittsburg with a con- 
signment of forged checks. One forged check 
tor $400 was cashed, but when vayment for an- 
other, for $440, was refused the enterprise was 
abandoned. 

Denker, the actual forger, was not captured 
until 3 o’clock yesterday morning, when he 
was arrested at No. 219 West ifty-third- 
street, where he occupied a furnished room. He 
is an accomplished young German. When In- 
spector Byrnesrang the bell at the front door 
he answered it, and while he was parleying with 
the Inspector Detectives Hicky and O’Connor, 
who had gained access to the rear of the house, 
went up to his room and secured some evidences 
of the occupation in which he had been en- 
gaged in the shape of inks, a lot of blank 
checks, &c. Denker was then taken to Police 
Headquarters, where he made a full confession. 
He said that be was 28 years of ege, and was 
born in Hamburg, Germany. His parents were 
wealthy and of good social standing. He re- 
ceived a college education, and had been em- 
ployed in several banks in Europe. He 
came to this country in 1880 and met Fisher 
abouta yearago.

Fisher said that 
the men who handled the checks were burglars 
and thieves, and that he(Denker) need never 
come in contact with them and would not be 
known in the transactions atall. Hetold the 
Inspector that ne could not remember all the 
checks he had forged. 

Fisher has been connected with forgers for 10 
years, and has served a short term in the peni- 
tentiary. Peters is well known in Baltimore and 
Philadelphia as a burglar and_ sneakthief. 
Pierce has never been in trouble before so far as 
is known to the police authorities of this city.

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COL. MAPLESON AND HIS TROUPE. 


WITH NO GREAT STARS BUT HIS COMPA- 


NY WILL GIVE SATISFACTION. 

The Inman Line steamer City of Chester 
arrived here yesterday morning, bringing a 
goodly load of Italian melody in the shape of 
Col. J. H. Mapleson and the members of his 
opera company. Besides the gallantimpresario 
himself there were the veteran conductor, Signor 
Arditi, the tried factotum of the Colonel; Signor 
Angelo, the mila but useful tenor; Signor Bie- 
letto, Signor and Mme. Bimboni, Mlle. Baietta, 
Mle. Bauermeister, the baritone Signor De Anna, 
who met with favor last season; Mme. Dotti, 
Mile. de Vigne, the new mezzo-soprano, accom- 
pained by her mother; Signor Del Puente, Signor 
Foscani, a new baritone; Signor Giannini, the 
tenor; Mme. Sacconi, the harpist; Signor Rinal- 
Gini, Signor Sapio, Signor De Vaschetti, Signor 
Dei Faico, a new tenor;and the two new prima 
donnasg, Mile. Fohstrimand Mile. Litvinoff, both 
ot whom were accompanied by their mothers. 
No tug with a brass band and a crowd of ad- 
mirers went down the Bay to meet them. They 
came in quietly and in a businesslike manner. 

As the steamer ran up to ber pier the strangers 
of the company stood by the rai! and gazed with 
silent wonder upon the unaceustomed scene 
which surrounded them, while those of the com- 
pany who had been in America often enough to 
imagine that they knew all about it ex- 
Piained everything to them in a ceaseiess 
tow of choice operatic Italian. Miie. 
Fobstrim, who is the light soprano of the 
company, is young, pretty, and a bionde. 
Sheis a Scandinavian and has sung in some of 
the principal operatic theatres of Kurope. Two 
years ago Signor Albites, now dead, told Col. 
Mapleson about her, and advised him to secure 
her. He went to Europe and searched for her, 
but was unable to find ner. He was anxious to 
hear ber, for Albites had praised her heartily 
and said that her future ought to be brilliant. 
Col. Mapleson’s long search was in vain, and he 
finally exclaimed, **There is no such person,” 
and gave it up. 

One day, however, she arrivedin London from 
Rio Janeiro and Coi. Mapleson engaged her. She 
made her first appearance under the most un- 
tavorable circumstances. Patti had been taken 
iliand the impresario put in Mile. Fohstrim as 
asubstitute. Many of those who had gone to 
hear Patti went away disgusted, beaping male- 
dictions on the Colonel’s head. Tnose who re- 
mained received the new-comer in silence, Be- 
fore the opera was over she had received 11 re- 
calls, and the papers subsequently spoke kindly 
of her work. ‘he impresario engaged her tor 
America. Mlle. Litvinoff is also young and 
handsome, although she jis, like many dramatic 
sopranos, a large woman. She has sung with 
great success at St. Petersburg. She is a Rus- 
sian. Mile. de Vigne, the new mezzo, 1s another 
young woman. She has not been long on the 
operatic stage, but the Colonel considers her 
promising. She took the gold medal at the Con- 
servatoire in Paris, and Mme. Marchesi, the well 
known Parisian instructress, regarded the young 
woman as one of her best pupils. , 

Col. Mapleson was at the Academy soon after 
his arrival, and at once plunged into business. 
He said that he had endeavored to accede to tne 
demands of the critical press and what he be- 
lieved to be the wish of the public in arranging 
his forces forthis season. ‘The star system,” 
he said, ‘“‘has been run into the ground. It 
seenied to be what the public wanted and [ 
tried it. Now the demand here is the other way, 
and it is being echoed in England. High bidding 
for the services of a few great stars has reached 
itslimit. South America used to be the worst 
place for that sort of thing, but the Rio Janeiro 
impresario is in financial difficulties and is not 
making any engagements. ‘The few great sing- 
ers will not reduce their prices, and cannot be 
brought over here tor anything but outrageous 
salaries. The result is that they are sitting 
about in idieness waiting for some One to snap 
them up, and no one snaps. 

“The whole thing is coming back to where it 
was when I first came over here. When I had 
to give the public a star of tbe first magnituae, 
who would only warble at $5,000 a warble, I had 
to sacrifice many things. These great tolks will 
not rehearse, and they want all sorts of cuts and 
transpositions madein the operas. You know 
that transposing an air one or two notes lower, 
in order that the singer may avoid the exertion 
required by the high passages, takes much of the 
brilliancy out of it. Anuria dropped from three 
sharps to four flats doesn’t have the same spirit 
atall. And the numerous cuts made it impossi- 
ble to give the opera with perfect smoothness. 
Moreover, when I had to pay one singerso much 
I couldn't afford to pay the others a great deal. 
l was compelled to engage singers of moderate 
abilities or else I could not have met my ex- 
penses. 

“Now things are changed. Idon’t want to 
sav anything about the new singers whom I 
have brought over. The American people are 
abead of ali others in their demands, and they 
are not to be excited by what an impresario 
may choose to say when he Jands from a steam- 
er. I have what I consider a good all-round 
company that will give opera in creditable style. 
Ihave more money to spend on the details of 
my work now that I don’t have to give it all to 
one prima donna. I can give opera as it is 
given in Vienna, Dresden, or Leipsic. When 
you pick up the paper there you 
read the simple announcement, ‘ To-night, ** Fi- 
delio.” ’ The singers’ uname: are not mentioned. 
You know tbat if gg 3 you will hear a cred- 
itable performance. ere it used to be ‘ To- 
night, Patti,’ in big letters, and the opera was a 
secondary consideration. We shall have better 
costumes, better scenery,and a better orches- 
tra, because there is more money to spend on 
them. And at $2 50 a seat more people can 
afford to go to the opera and they can aftord to 
go oftener. . 

** As tor ° Manon,’ which will be the chief nov- 
elty of the season, I have only to say that Carl J 
Rosa has been doing it in London in English to 
enormous business. It is a delightful opera, 
and the poor here are sure to be pleased with 
t. In‘ Fra Diavolo’ we shall restore some of the 
original numbers which bave never been given 
here. One of them, a trio for male voices, is 
sure to be a hit. * Maritana’ is a delightful 
opera and will be a novelty on the Italian stage. 
aa seen for the season is so far encourag- 
ng. 





AILL’S ELMIRA ORGAN 


LIGHT ON ITS ARRANGEMENT WITH 
THE PRINTERS’ UNION, 

ELMIRA, N. Y., Oct. 28.—Frank Webb is 
the Organizer of the Knights of Labor§in this 
city and was a representative to the General As- 
sembly of the order held at Hamilton, Ontario. 
He is editor and publisher of the Labor Argus, a 
weekly journal, published in this city in the in- 
terests of labor. Mr. Webb was a delegate to 
the late Rome convention, called the political 
branch of the Workingmen’s Assembly, and was 
present when George Blair’s cut-and-dried reso- 


lutions in favor of Gov. Hill were forced through. 
The following editorial in the Labor Argus to- 
day shows the hollowness of those resolutions 
and the manner in which the Gazette, the Gov- 
ernor’s paper, is run: 


‘Last week the Labor Argus said that the paying 
of the scale did not necessartiv make a union office of 
the Gazetie, and many papers paying more than the 
union scale have been denounced as unfair. But upon 
investigation we find that the Gazette, as we intimated 
last week, isa union office merely in name. They do 
not even pay the scale of prices fixed by Kimira Union 
No. 19,and untilthey do it will take considerable fig- 
uring to convince a man of common sense where 
their claims find ground. Week before last Mr. F. 
F. Donovan, of New-York, an officer of the Interna- 
tional ba fag Union, waited upon Gov. Hilland 
obtained from him a letter of introduction to Mr. 
Soper, business manager of the Gazetle. Notwith- 
standing the fact that Mr. Hill disclaimed owning any 

art of the Gazette, and notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Soper had given the writer to understand repeat- 
edly that he would not recognize any printers’ union, a 
yearly contract was signed to make the Gazeite a union 
ofiice. Upon inquiry we find that the Gazette Com- 
pany is permittea to set the advertisements (the most 
profitable part of the work for printers) by the week, 
though by what right or authority we are unabie to 
learn, as neither the laws of the International Union 
nor of Elmira Union allow any such favoritism. 

“The employes of the 7'elegram and Tidings, both good 
union offices, get the benefit of every line that enters 
those papers, and should the union make any such dis- 
tinction as proposed by this contract, the proprietors 
of these papers will be justified in claiming the same 
privilege. We will citean instance of the injustice of 
the scheme. Theunion scale is $12 per week and 30 
cents per 1,000. A three-inch advertisement gen- 
erally measures about 1,000. It will not 
ordinarily tuke &® man more than half an 
hour to. set it. Under the proposed plan the 
Gazette will pay 10 cents and the Telegram or ‘idings 
will pay 30 to $5 cents. It will be readily seen, there- 
fore, that, instead of being a victory for the union, 
the result is a raise of wages for people who took the 
place of square union men, and the men of principle 
who have stood by the unionthrough its infancy to the 
present time run the chance of being reduced in wages 
through the change of what is denominated * fat’ 
matter from piece to week work. A brilliant plece of 
manoeuvring indeed by those who have had thejr 
fingers in the pie. 

**And just here we should like to inquire why it was 
necessary for a man to come to Eimira from New- 
York to settle this difficuity? We believe that the 
officers of No. 1¥ have sufficient brains to have ar- 
ranged this matter, and we have every reason to be- 
lieve that it would have been more justly arranged 
than it is at present. And while we are making in- 
quiries, jet us ask why Mr. Hill could not have re- 
quested that the Gazette be made fair in 13882, when he 
was President of the Gazette Company and not a 
candidate for office, as well as at the present time, 
when it is claimed that he does not even own stock. 
Ab, we think we see a point.”

FEARS FOR TWO BARGES. 

MARQUETTE, Mich., Oct. 23.—Vessel mas- 
ters arriving here say they have never experi- 
enced such heavy weather on Lake Superior as 
has prevailed during the last few days. The 
gale raged with unabated fury for nearly 60 
hours, the wind attaining a velocity of from 40 
to 60 miles an hour. Navigation was rendered 
doubly perilous by the prevalence of furious 
snowstorms.

FEW MEN FOUND WITHOUT PREJU- 
DICE AGAINST WARD. 

TWO PANELS OF 100 EACH ALREADY EX- 

HAUSTED AND ONE JURYMAN STILL TO 


BE FOUND. 

When Ferdinand Ward took his seat in 
court yesterday morning at 11 o’clock he found 
three jurors in the box. Ten minutes afterward 
the fourth juror came in and was rebuked by 
Judge Barrett for being late. All of yesterday 
was consumed in obtaining seven more. Ward 
watched the proceedings closely and scanned 
pach juror with eager intentness, The court 
room was completely filled. The officers did not 
allow it to be overcrowded. 

Simon Bernstein, clothier, was called to the 
bar. He said that he had formed an opinion 
about Mr. Ward’s transactions which would in- 
terfere with his giving an impartial verdict on 
the evidence. He wasexcused. Edward Frow- 
enfeld,a wine dealer, aiso had formed an im- 
pression concerning Mr. Ward's guilt, but he 
thought he could go into the jury box prepared 
to fairly weigh the evidence. Mr. Cockran did 
not think so, however, and peremptorily cbal- 
ienged him. Frederick Mass was afraid that he 
could not overcome his prejudice against Ward, 
and he was promptly excused. John Van Gelder, 


n printer, also had ‘tan opinion” adverse to 
Ward, but he did not think it would interfere 
with his acting impartially as a juror. Mr. 
Cockran questioned him closely and_ expressed 
satisfaction with bim. Mr. Van Gelder was 
sworn and took his seat as the fifth juror. 

James B. Atwood, Manager for the Glasgow 
Thread Company, convinced both Col. Fellows 
and Mr. Cockran that he would make an un- 
biased juror, and he was accepted and sworn. 
Benjamin A. Ronzone, an artist, said that he 
knew that a crime had been committed, but he 
never had formed an opinion as to who com- 
mitted it. According to what the newspapers 
guid Mr. Ward bad something to do with the 
crime. Although Mr. Ronzone insisted that he 
would not convict a man on what the newspa- 
pers said, Mr. Cockran challenged him peremp- 
torily. Jonn C. Burne, an architect, caused a 
smile tosweep around the room by declaring 
that his opinion of Ward’s guilt was so strong 
that be would convict him without any evi- 
dence. He was not selected asa juror. Freder- 
ick Daab said that he had an impression about 
the Grant & Ward business a year ago, but 
had entirely dismissed it from his mind. When 
Mr. Daab remarked that he wasin the habit of 
reading six or seven newspapers daily Mr. Cock- 
ran challenged him. 

Elbridge G. Brown, a merchant, admitted that 
he had a very positive opinion regarding Ward's 
transactions, but his opinion, he said, would 
not interfere with his actions as a juror. If he 
entered the jury box he would lay aside his 
opinion. When asked how be would weigh 
testimony given by Ward personally, Mr. Brown 
said that he would be disposed to sift it pretty 
thoroughly. He was chalienged. George A. 
Firnstein had a prejudice against Ward which 
he could not get rid of. Besides that he was 
‘very busy, and he dia not believe he could place 
his mind on the case if he was put in the jury 
box. He was not put there. Joseph C. Butler, 
an oil dealer at No. 22 South Wiiliam-street, 
had no prejudices for or against the prisoner, 
and he was accepted and sworn, making the 
seventh member of the jury. Joseph B. Kauf- 
man, a Bowery shopkeeper, astonished the 
court and the counsel by solemnly declaring 
that he had never heard of Ferdinand Ward. 
He did not know anything at all about the 
Grant & Ward failure orthe Marine Bank. He 
could not read the English newspapers, and he 
had never heard anybody speak of Ward, Fish, 
or the Marine Bank. He thought that he was 
pufficiently ignorant of the merits of the case 
to make an impartial juror, but Ward’s counsel 
preferred not to take him. 

Jacob B. Doblin, a tailor, had read something 
about Ferdinand Ward’s transactions and he 
was inclined to think that Ward was innocent. 
The District Attorney promptly challenged him. 
Jonn G, Parrand Louis London were speedily 
dismissed by the District Attorney for reasons 
of hisown. Edward Buys,a retired merchant, 
said he believed that Ferdinand Ward was guilty. 

“What doyou believe him guilty of?” asked 
Mr. Cockran. 

“I don’t know how he mixed the thing up,” 
nnswered Mr. Buys, “but I think he is guilty on 
general principles.” 

“ You are excused,” said the court. 

Carl A. Everts,a dealer in biank cards, had 
formed an opinion that some wrong had been 
fione, but he had no prejudice against Ward. 
He said that he was prepared to weigh the evi- 
dence carefully. He was accepted and admitted 
to the jury box. Isaac Hoechster’s opinion 
nbout the Grant & Ward and Marine Bank fail- 
ures was that the bank had no business to give 
Ferdinand Ward money without taking good 
security; ifthe bank had not given Ward the 
money the bank would not have lost it. Mr. 
Hoechster was excused. George M. Lederer, a 
broker, bad an impression that Ward had some- 
thing to do with the failure of the Marine Bank, 
but he had formed no opinion regarding the 
merits of the case. He said that he read THE 
TIMES regularly, but had not paid much atten- 
tion to what had been published about Ward. 
Mr. Cockran was not willing to accept himasa 
juror and he was excused. Joseph Leviners re- 
marked that he was born in this city. ** Have 
you been in business here ever since?” asked 

ourke Cockran. 

“ Oh, no, I was not in business when I was a 
baby.” answered Mr. Leviness. 

“That is a good one on you, Bourke,” said 
Col. Feliows. Mr. Cockran enjoyed the joke and 
challenged Mr. Leviness. Charlies P. Sawyer, a 
chemist, saidthat his mind was perfectly free 
from any bias so far as Ferdinand Ward was 
concerned. He was sworn as a juror. Henry 
W. Aiden, bookkeeper for a Wail-street firm, 
said that he had no impressions for or against 
Mr. Ward, but he was challenged by both sides. 
Theodore Mahland was excused because he was 
not feeling very well. Henry Fajen was excused 
because of his real or pretended stupidity. He 
woswered nearly every question with ‘* I don’t 
know.” Robert A. Love, a contractor, said that 
he had not read much about Ferdinanc Ward 
and he had formed no opinion in the 
case. The counsel for’ the defendant 
chailenged him, but not peremptorily. anda 
the court decided to accept him asa juror. Mr. 
Love made the tenth man in the jury box. Jacob 
¥. Oestretcher, Charlies W. H. Rohrs, and Lewis 
Heyman were successively rejected by the coun- 
sel for both sides. Jobn Dewhurst, a substantial- 
Jooking man anda plasterer, said that he had 
read about Ward and the Marine Bank in the 
Herald, but he had not been able to get any idea 
of what the case against Ward was. Mr. Dew- 
hurst was oot prejudiced for or against the pris- 
oner. He was accepted as the eleventh juror. 
Ferdinand N. Bunger, a German, seemed to find 
it difficult to understands the questions put to 
him by the counsel. Col. Fellows asked him if he 
‘did not‘understand English. 

**I don’t understand good English very well,” 
paid the German. 

“I did not ask you if you understood good 
English,” said Co). Fellows. ** You are not likely 
to hear any good English here.” 

“Tam not certain that your remark is not 
contempt,’ said Judge Barrett, with a merry 
twinkle in bis eye. 

“Of course,l1 did not mean my remark to 
apply to your Honor,” quickly responded Col, 
Fellows. 

The Cierk of the court announced that the 
pee of 100 names was exhausted. About one- 

nalt of those whose names were called failed to 
respond. Thus far there have been 7 peremptory 
chalienges by the District Attorney and 12 by 
the counsel tor the defendant. Another panei 
of lu will be prepared for to-day’s drawing. 
Gen. Tracy and Mr, Cockran asked the court to 
adjourn the Ward case until Monday. ar they 
had other important engagements for to-day. 
Judge Barrett very positively declined to post- 
pone the case. He said that be proposed to bave 
the case tried as quickly as possibie. It was no 
more than justice to the jurors to be expedi- 
tious, for many of them were doubtless anxious 
to wet back to their own private occupations.

THE DOCTORS JUST IN TIME, 


A JERSEY CITY DRUG CLERK MAKES A 
MISTAKE THAT NEARLY PROVES FATAL 
To get rid of his malaria William Wag- 

ner,a pie baker of Jersey City, consulted Dr. 

Frank D. Beane, of No. 261 West Eieventh- 

street, this city. The doctor gave hima pre- 

scription containing asafe proportion of green 
hellebore, a radical poison. On his way home 

Mr. Wagner stopped in George H. White’s drug 

store, No. 190 Newark-avenue, Jersey City, to 

have his prescription putup. It was lateona 

Saturday night, the clerks were busy, and Mr. 

Wagner arranged to have the medicine sent to 

his house, No. 280 Third-street. It arrived infdue 

time, and Mr. Wagner, having swallowed the 
prescribed dose, prepared to go to bed. 

Soon after the boy had left the drug store with 
the medicine the clerk who hud put 1t up looked 
again at the weights on his scales,and then ex- 
amined the written prescription. It frightened 
him baif out of his witsto discover that where 
s0 many centigrams of hellebore had been 
ordered he had given grams instead, or, in 
other words, had increased the auose 100 times. 
Without losing any time he stated the tacts 
through the telephone tothe physicians close by, 
and then hurried to Mr. Wagner’s house. The 
physicians got there about as soon as he did. 

Mr. Wagner was feeling first-rate, he said, and 
was surprised to see three men puiling at his 
door beliat that hour of the mght. He had 
just taken his medicine and began to feel that it 
was duving him good. Without stopping to talk 
much, tbe doctors gave Mr. Wagner an emetic 
of mustard aud weter, following it up with 
brisk flagellation and frequent injections of 
strong stimulants. Pretty soon Mr. Wagner be- 
came unconscious, but the doctors kept on 
working, and in three hours, by liberal use of a 
galvapic baitery, they had the sutisfaction of 
pronouncing bim out of immediate danger. 
‘Then the drug clerk went home to bed, but he 
did not sleep soundly. All this occurred three 
weeks ago to-day, but Mr. Wagner is 
not yet able to ego to  Lusiness. It was 
said at his house yesterday that he was 
off in the country recuperating. He was too iil 
to move about much for two weeks after his 
unpleasant experience and narrow escape. Mr. 
Wagner 18 a stout, robust man, but the doctors 
said that he would have been dead in 20 min- 
utes after taking tne overdose of hellebore if 
the drug clerk hud not discovered the blunder. 
The doctors attributed the cierk’s mistake to 
carelessness, caused probably by overwork. 

Mr. White said yesterday that the clerk who 
put up the prescription was still in his employ 
and that long experience had proved him to be 
areliable man. The error wasan unfortunate 
one, Mr. White admitted, and it might have 
proved very serious, but the clerk hurried a 
good deal with the medicine to please Mr. Wag- 
ner. He thought also that if the Latin instead 
of the French system of weights had been used 
there would have been no mistake.

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FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM.

A LONG ISLAND BOOKKEEPER COMMITS SUI- 
CIDE AT THE HOTEL BRUNSWICK. 

William E. Meeker, a bookkeeper of the 
Export Lumber Company, Long Island City, 
was found dead in his room at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick yesterday morning. ‘*George Mann, Brook- 
lyn,” was the inscription he had left on the 
hotel register Thursday at about 11 A. M.,as he 
held a pair of gold-rimmed glasses in his left 
hand. He was a handsome young man, of short 
but muscular build, with dark auburn hair, and 
a neat mustache of the same hue. He tendered 
a ten-dollar bill to the clerk, and putting $8, the 


change, into a black wallet, he sealed the purse 
in an envelope and it was placed in the safe. He 
left word to be called at 7 the next morning. 
There was nothing peculiar about his actions, 
but as he was unfamiliar to the employes the 
hotel detective kept an eye on him. 

Mann, or Meeker,,went to his room at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Early vesterday morning 
William J. Daly, the night watchman, heard 
loud breathing in his room. Two hours later 
he knocked at the door repeatedly and getting 
no answer he reported the fact at the office. A 
hall boy wassent up and climbed in over the 
transom and unlocked tke door. The occupant 
was found sitting naturally in a chair with a 
newspaper in his lifeless hand. He wore gold 
sleeve buttons and ascarf pin, and in his pockets 
were found $15 22 in money, a gold pencil case, 
a Colt’s revolver, 38-calibre, ioaded, and a com- 
mutation ticket between Long Island City and 
Flushing, made out inthe name of William E. 
_Meecker. Three two-ounce bottles of laudanum 

were also in his pockets, one of them half empty. 

The natural conclusion was that he had com- 
mitted suicide. A new night shirt lay unused on 
the bed, and Capt. Williams was inclined to 
think that this pointed awainst the suicidal 
theory. The body was finally carried to an un- 
dertaker’s at No. 196 Spring-street, where the 
Coroner will hold an inquest this morning. 

In the wallet left in the safe were $150 in cash 
anda pass book showing $250 tothe credit of 
William E. Meeker 1n the Seaman’s Bank of 
Savings and a certificate of membership in the 
Produce Exchange, made out in the name of 
Woodward. Capt. Williams telegraphed to 
Fiushing and learned that Meeker resided there 
and was employed by the Export Lumber Com- 

any at Hunter's Point. A TIMES reporter 
earned that Meeker boarded in Flushing at the 
house of Mr. Cherbire, the doorkeeper of the 
Long Island Railroad station at Hunter’s Point. 
The last time Mr. Cheshire saw Meeker was at 
9:20 Wednesday night, when he retired to bed. 
About 6 the next morning Mr. Cheshire went up 
to Meeker’s room and found it empty, though 
the bed showed signs of baving been recently 
occupied.; Meeker went to live with Mr, Cheshire 
last May from Staten Isiand, where he had been 
living with a number of young men who spent 
too much money for his means. He was delignt- 
ed with Fiushing and had decided to pass the 
Winter there. although his mother and sister 
resided 31 Brooklyn. Mr. Cheshire said that 
Meeker was a man of good habits. 

Late yesterday afternoon Alonzo M. Sundberg 
visited the Thirtieth-street police station and 
said he was a friend of William EB. Meeker. He 
visited the undertaker’s and identified the body. 
He knew no reason for the suicide. The certif- 
icate af membership in the Produce Exchange 
Meeker had bougbt, he said, as an investment 
from Willis S. Merrill, a speculator. 





DESERTING TAMMANY HALL, 


HENRY A, GUMBLETON AND SEVERAL LESS- 
ER LIGHTS RESIGN. 

The Tammany men were bewildered and 
incredujous last night when the whisper went 
around among them that Henry A. Gumbleton, 
the special pet of John Kelly and the hero of 
Tammany’s struggie with Lucius Robinson, had 
resigned from the organization. Few of the 
leaders would believe the story at first, but they 
were forced to do so when Mr. Gumbleton’s let- 


ter was exhibited at a meeting held in the 
Fourteenth-street wigwam. Mr. Gumbleton in 
his letter says: 

“During a membership of 12 years in the General 
Committee I buve never known amore undemocratic 
policy pursued than is now being curried out under the 
existing leadership. Its interference in the local af- 
fairs of districts has driven some of the stunchest 
members of the organization into open revolt and res- 
ignation; its oppesitiontothe policy of the National 
Administration of President Cleveland has aljenated 
many of its sincere supporters, and while it has sys- 
tematically sought tv ostracize those who have been in 
the past and now are devoted friends of the late leader 
of the ‘Tammany Hall organization, it has assumed 
through a seif-constituted Committee of T'wenty-tive, 
appointed by no resolution ot the General Committee 
or the Committee on Organization, the functions and 
powers of both committees.” 

Mr. Gumbleton said to a TIMES reporter last 
night that the course pursued by the present 
ieaders in Tammany Hall would certainly result 
in its defeat at the polls. Heconsidered it would 
bea very bad third in the race. When asked 
whether he intended to join the County Democ- 
racy Mr. Gumbleton replied that ne would sup- 
port Andrew J. White for Sheriff, but would 
joinno particular organization. Mr. Gumblioton 
was perhaps the warmest friend John Kelly bad 
in Tammany Hall, and there were some shrewd 
observers who said last night that his resigna-

MAYOR STAHLNECKER MANDAMUSED. 

A writ of mandamus was served upon 
Mayor William G. Stahlnecker, of Yonkers, 
yesterday to show cause to-day before Justice 
Pratt, at Brooklyn, why he should not declare 
Alderman Michaei Mooney, of the Fourth Ward, 
duly elected President of the Common Council 
of that city. As there has been for a long time 


a deadiock inthe Board of Aldermen, this action 
created considerable of a stir. Atthe regular 
meeting of the board on Oct. 18 an election 
for President took place, the election baving 
been postponed from time to time since 
the ancual meeting. Four ballots had been 
taken without any choice being made. In the 
fitth there were eight votes polled, of which 
five appeared to be cast for Aluerman Mooney. 
In one of the ballots one of the letters in the 
Alderman’s name was slightly imperfect, but 
the bajlot was plainly intended tor Alderman 
Mooney. The other three ballots were given to 
Alderman Michael F. Murray. The City Clerk, 
in the discharge ot his duties, received the 
bailots, placed five of them in one pile tor Al- 
derman Mooney, aud three in a pile by them- 
selves for Aiderman Murray. Before he 
could announce the result Mayor Stanlnecker, 
who was presiding, took possession of the ballots 
and stated that the one imperfect ballot cast for 
Alderman Mooney was illegal, and that no elec- 
tion had been made. He then ordered another 
ballot. At this juncture Alderman Edward J. 
Mitchell, of the first Ward, changed his vote 
from Mooney to Murray. and as thereafter no 
one received a majority of the votes cast an ad- 
journment was taken without a choice being 
made. It is alleged that after the fifth ballot 
was taken Mayor Stahinecker took the imper- 
fect ballot cast for Alderman Mooney and 
placed it in his pocket and still retains posses- 
sion of it.

SMART ENOUGH. 

Another chapter was added yesterday 
to the story of the relations of George T.

A SCHOOL TEACHER WORN OUT. 
The Register of Vital Statistics wrote 
for more definite information when Dr. Daniel 
E. McSweeney, made a return that Catharine V. 
Gregory, a school teacher 38 years old, in the 
Eighteenth Ward, died of general debility and 


nervous exhaustion on Oct. 15. In response, 
Dr. McSweeney wrote in a letter received yes- 
terday that Miss Gregory’s death was the 
result of overwork from her Jong service 
and arduous duties in the public schools. 
“She had been teaching constantly since she 
was 16 years old,”’ said Dr. McSweeney last night, 
“without taking sufficient time either fur rest 
or recreation. imost every doctor in the city 
can tell you of school teachers worn outin the 
service when comparatively young women. In 
New-York a girl has to struggle so hard to qual- 
ify herself as a teacher that when she gets to be 
one she seldom hasaconstitution fit to stand 
the arduous duties required of her. I have had 
to make several young women stop teaching to 
save them trom the grave.” 





MR. SPENCER’S SUIT WITHDARWN.
